Following 
the service, the new Easter film, I Beheld His Glory, produced by 
Cathedral Films, Inc., was shown by the president of the firm, the 
Rev. James K. Friedrich, in the new crypt of the Cathedral. 


WEDNESDAY, MAY 6TH 


A Corporate Communion for Bishops and Deputies was celebrated 
at 7:30 A.M. in Grace Cathedral. The President of the Province, the 
Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, D.D., S.T.D., Missionary Bishop of Idaho, was 
the celebrant, assisted by the Bishop of Sacramento and the Mis- 
sionary Bishops of Eastern Oregon and Arizona. 


First Business Session 


The first business session was called to order by the President 
at 9:45 A.M. in the Cathedral. Mr. James Hodges (Olympia) read a 
Lesson from Holy Scripture and the Rev. J. Ogden Hoffman (Los 
Angeles) led the Synod in prayer. 

The Official Roll was called by the Secretary pro tem. Thirteen 
Bishops and Clerical and Lay Deputies from thirteen of the Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts of the Province answered to the roll call, 
every unit of the Province being represented except the Missionary 
Districts of Alaska and the Philippines. A constitutional quorum 
being present, the Chair declared the Synod opened. 

The Committee on the Dispatch of Business, which, with the 
Committees on Religious Services and on Nominations, had been 
appointed at the Opening Service the previous evening, made its 
first report through its chairman, the Bishop of Oregon. He moved 
the first order of business, the election of a Secretary for the unex- 
pired term of the Rev. Gilbert A. Prince, to serve until 1956. Upon 
this motion being carried by voice vote, the Chair called for the first 
report of the Committee on Nominations. The Missionary Bishop of 
Utah, as chairman of that Committee, reported the action of the Pro- 
vincial Council upon the resignation of the Rev. Mr. Prince in ap- 
pointing the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert (California) to act as 
Secretary pro tem until an election could be had by the 34th Synod 
of the Province. For the Committee, Bishop Watson thereupon placed 
in nomination the name of Canon Guilbert, and the Chair called 
for nominations from the floor. There being no further nominations, 
it was moved, seconded, and carried that the nominations be closed 
and that the Chair be instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for Canon 
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Guilbert, to serve until his successor be elected by the 37th Synod of 
the Province in 1956. } 

Upon his election, the Secretary appointed as his assistants the 
Rev. Messrs. William B. Murdock (California) and Clarence T. Abbott 
(San Joaquin). These appointments were duly confirmed. The Chair 
then asked the Secretary to announce the personnel of the Com- 
mittees of Synod as follows: : ‘ 

CREDENTIALS: The Secretary and the Assistant Secretaries. 

DispatcH OF BusINESS: The Bishop of Oregon, the Rev. Gordon

Canons: The Suffragan Bishop of California, the Rev. Canon 
Charles M. Guilbert, and Mr. Albert C. Agnew, all from the Diocese 
of California. 

Necrotocy: The Missionary Bishop of Arizona, the Ven. C. Aaron 
King (Sacramento), and Mr. Stephen Shadegg (Arizona). 

RESOLUTIONS: The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, the Ven. 
Marcus B. Hitchcock (Idaho), and Mr. John Harding (Honolulu). 


(NOTE: In each Committee, the first-named was the chairman 
or convener.) 


The second report of the Committee on the Dispatch of Business 
was called for, and, upon motion, duly seconded, it was adopted. At 
this point, Bishop Dagwell moved that the courtesy of the floor, with 
voice but not vote, be extended to visitors. The motion carried, nem 
con. 


The Chair called for the report of the Provincial Council, which 
was offered by title by the Secretary and distributed in mimeo- 
graphed form. The report appears in Part III of this Journal as 
Appendix A. 


Mr. John Vassie, Treasurer of the Synod, upon request of the 
Chair, then presented his Report, which was likewise distributed. 
Upon motion, duly seconded, the Treasurer’s Report was adopted. 
(Appendix B) 

Petitions, Memorials, and Resolutions were called for, to be pre- 
sented by title merely, for referral to Committees. Bishop Campbell 
presented a Memorial from the Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, dealing with Spring vacations of the public schools. It was 
referred to the Committee on Resolutions. A Resolution was intro- 
duced by Col. B. C. Allin (California) concerning the Armed Forces. 
It was referred to a Committee on the Armed Forces, to be appointed. 

Col. Allin then presented the annual report of the Standing 
Committee on Seamen’s Work, by title, briefly summarizing its con- 
tents. The report was distributed. (Appendix C) 

In the absence of the Missionary Bishop of Nevada, chairman, 
the Secretary presented, by title, the report of the Department of 
Rural Work, which was distributed. (Appendix D) 

The report of the Department of Christian Education was pre- 
sented by the Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, by title, and dis- 
tributed. (Appendix E) 

__. The report of the Department of Missions was presented by the 
Missionary Bishop of San Joaquin, by title, and distributed. (Ap- 
pendix F) 

The two reports of the Department of College Work, for the 
Northern and Southern Areas, were presented by the Rev. Charles 
S. Neville (Oregon), by title, and distributed. (Appendix G and Ap- 
pendix G-1) 

__ The report of the Department of Youth was presented by the 
Bishop of Olympia, by title, and distributed. (Appendix H) 

_. The report of the Standing Committee on Vocational Giving was 
distributed at this time (Appendix J), although its formal presenta- 
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tion was delayed, because of the temporary absence from the House 
of the Chairman. 

Mr. John Vassie, for the Department of Finance, presented the 
tentative Budget for the Province for the year 1953-54. in the amount 
of $13,750, noting increases as follows: Item d., “Journal Expense” 
$50.00; Item h., “Department of Promotion and Publicity,’ $250.00; 
Item 1., “Council Travel Expense,” $100.00; Item j., “Commission on 
Armed Forces,” $50.00; and Item m., “Expense for Provincial Repre- 
sentative on the National Executive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary,” 
$200.00; a total increase over 1952-53 of $650.00. 

The Rev. Charles S. Neville (Oregon) moved that Item e., for 
College Work, be increased from $1600 to $1900. Upon his motion 
being seconded, the Rev. Mr. Neville was given the floor to speak to 
it, and he explained that the increase was needed almost entirely to 
pay for the use of office space in St. Margaret’s House. The question 
was called for and the motion was carried. 

Bishop Bayne was recognized and questioned the small amount 
($50) allotted to the Armed Forces Committee. The Chair replied 
that the item was intended merely for a fund to reimburse postage 
expense for chaplains and others engaged in work with the Armed 
Forces within the Province in keeping in touch with each other. 
While the subject was under discussion the Chair took the opportunity 
of appointing an Armed Forces Committee as follows: The Bishop 
of Sacramento, chairman, the Rev. Joseph F. Hogben (Utah), and 
Col. B. C. Allin (California). Bishop Porter introduced Chaplain 
(Major) Howard Scholten, USAF, stationed, until recently, at Mather 
Field, near Sacramento. The tenor of his remarks and of the discus- 
sion which followed was to the effect that the work of chaplains is 
so strongly supported by the Armed Forces Division of the National 
Council and by diocesan bishops and committees that a provincial 
committee would be otiose. It was moved, therefore, by Bishop Kin- 
solving, that Item j., for the Committee on Armed Forces, be deleted 
from the Budget and that the Committee itself be discharged. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 

The Rev. William B. Murdock (California) thereupon rose to 
question the necessity of Item k., for the Committee on Evangelism. 
The Chairman of that Committee, the Missionary Bishop of Arizona, 
in reply, confessed that there had been no activity on the part of the 
Committee in 1952-53, and, indeed, that the Committee had not even 
met for organization, and that there had been no expenditures from 
the similar amount allotted the Committee in last year’s Budget. He 
therefore moved that the item be deleted and the Committee dis- 
charged. The motion failed for lack of a second. A substitute motion 
was made that consideration of this item be postponed until the 
Thursday session, to allow for the Workshop on Evangelism, sched- 
uled for Wednesday afternoon, to bring in its recommendations. 
Seconded, this motion was put to a vote and carried. 

In effect, this motion tabled final action on the budget itself, and 
the fact was so announced by the Chair. 

The Chair called upon the provincial representative on the Na- 
tional Council, the Missionary Bishop of Utah. Bishop Watson reported 
that he had attended all sessions of the National Council held in the 
Synodical Year, as well as the meetings of the Department of Chris- 
tian Education and of its divisions of Leadership Training and Youth. 
He is chairman of the latter. 

Having completed his report, Bishop Watson then presented the 
report of the Nominating Committee, as follows:

The Chair called for nominations from the floor. No nominations 
being made, it was moved, seconded, and carried, that the report of 
the Nominating Committee be accepted. 

The Chair thereupon named the judge of elections and tellers, 
as follows:

Messrs. Galen Onstad (Eastern Oregon) and William Grosh (Hono- 
eee the Messrs. Leslie M. Johnson (California) and Earl Oss 

tah). 

At this point, Mr. Frank Sibilia (California) formally presented 
the report of the Committee on Vocational Giving by title, the report 
having been previously distributed. 

The Bishop of Oregon, upon being recognized, introduced the 
Rev. David R. Hunter, Ed. D., director of the Department of Christian 
Education of the National Council. Dr. Hunter spoke briefly of prog- 
ress in the development of the “New Curriculum.” He described the 
series of 48 meetings with diocesan departments of Christian Educa- 
tion on which he was engaged, and announced tentative plans to make 
such meetings annual affairs, rather than building a large staff of 
field representatives of the Department throughout the Church. He 
stressed the need for Leadership Training as the most urgent and 
immediate task, and announced that the first printed materials of 
the “New Curriculum” — three courses — would appear in the 
Spring of 1955, with the balance coming out on a regular schedule 
which would be completed in 1958. 

The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles moved that two Standing 
Committees of Synod, the Committee on the Program of the Province, 
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and the Special Committee to Study the Province, be discharged. 
The motion was seconded and carried. 

The Secretary presented resolutions arising out of the Annual 
Meeting of the Provincial Council: the repeal of a constitutional 
provision for a Committee on Synod Arrangements, and a request 
for the Committee on Canons to study, edit, and suggest revisions of 
the Constitution and Ordinances of Synod with a view to their re- 
printing. Both of these resolutions were referred to the Committee on 
Canons. A third resolution dealt with the offerings at Synod Services. 
In this connection, it was moved, seconded, and carried, that said 
offerings be designated for the Missionary District of Honolulu for 
work in Okinawa. 

At this point, the business of the morning having been concluded, 
and the time for adjournment not having arrived, the Chair recalled 
Bishop Watson to give a fuller account of the work of the National 
Council. Bishop Watson spoke extemporaneously and informally 
about the National Church’s Budget, indicating that a large portion of 
the increases in that Budget are the result of increases in stipends 
and allowances for mission clergy, which, in turn, were made neces- 
sary by inflationary conditions at home and abroad. He spoke also of 
the great good which had been and is being accomplished by the 
action of National Council in making available to dioceses and 
districts where tremendous increases of population have occurred the 
accumulated funds in the China Schedule, — $1,500,000. This amount, 
loaned on a ten-year basis interest-free for capital expenditures, and 
matched by diocesan funds, has thus stimulated more than three 
million dollars worth of work. The money paid back in annual 
installments has been loaned in turn for diminishing periods, so that 
by the end of ten years the $1% millions will have been used several 
times over, and still be intact. 

Mr. John C. F. Merrifield was asked to report on his activities as 
Episcopal member of the Department of Men’s Work of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in America. He stated that the depart- 
ment has 300 members, representing 30 communions. Of these thirty, 
19 have really active programs for laymen. The Episcopal Church is 
among the five most active in this area. 

The Committee on the Dispatch of Business, through its chairman, 
the Bishop of Oregon, made its third report, calling for noon-day 
prayers at once, followed by separate meetings of the House of 
Bishops and House of Deputies. The report was adopted. 

Noon-day prayers were read at 11:40 A.M. by the Rev. Louis B. 
Keiter (Oregon), and after general announcements by the Secretary, 
Synod adjourned at 11:45 A.M. to re-convene following the Joint 
Session on Thursday morning. 


The House of Deputies 


The House was called to order at 11:55 A.M. by the President, 
the Rev. Louis B. Ketier (Oregon). Opening devotions were read by 
the Rev. William B. Murdock (California). The first order of business 
was the election of a President, who is ex officio a member of the 
Provincial Council. The Very Rev. Joseph L. O’Rillion (Oregon) 
nominated the Rev. Louis B. Keiter. No further nominations were 
made, so it was moved, seconded, and carried that the nominations 
be closed and that the Secretary cast a unanimous ballot in favor of 
the Rev. Mr. Keiter. 

There was no further business and the President declared the 
House adjourned at 11:58 A.M. 


First Joint Session 


The Joint Session was called to order at 2:08 P.M. by the Presi- 
dent of the Province, who thereupon called up the Provincial Presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Mrs. Claude R. Davis, to join him at 
the President’s desk. 

The Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, Ph.D., dean of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, presented his annual report (Appendix K) by 
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title, and went on to speak informally on the subject of theological 
education with special reference to statistics on the current clergy 
shortage, especially as it affects the Eighth Province. He pointed out 
that there are 760 clergy in the Province; and that even to replace 
those who die or are retired, twenty to thirty-five more men should 
enter the ranks of the clergy annually than are being graduated from 
our provincial training school. 

Mrs. Davis then introduced Miss Katharine A. Grammer, dean of 
St. Margaret’s House. Dean Grammer read her annual report (Appen- 
dix L) and presented by title a table of the financial receipts of the 
school from the Units of the Province and from the Synod itself. 
(Appendix L-1) 

The Secretary announced the series of work-shops to be held 
immediately following recess of the Joint Session, together with 
their chairmen and places of meeting, as follows: Promotion and 
Publicity, the Rev. C. Howard Perry (Los Angeles), chairman; Ex- 
amining Chaplains and Seminary Professors, the Rev. Sherman E. 
Johnson, chairman; College Work, the Rev. Charles S. Neville, chair- 
man, and the Rev. Roger Blanchard, resource person; Evangelism, the 
Rt. Rev. Arthur B. Kinsolving II, chairman, and the Very Rev. Clar- 
ence R. Haden, resource person; Christian Education, the Rt. Rev. 
Donald J. Campbell, chairman, and the Rev. Dr. David R. Hunter, 
resource person; and Christian Social Relations, Miss Katharine A. 
Grammer, chairman, and the Rev. G. Paul Musselman, resource 
person. 

The session adjourned at 3:10 P. M. 


Synod Dinner 


The Synod Dinner was held at the Hotel Bellevue with 325 guests 
present and with the President of the Province as Toastmaster. The 
principai address of the evening, on “Stewardship and Evangelism”, 
was made by the Very Rev. Clarence R. Haden, D.D., dean of Grace 
and Holy Trinity Cathedral, Kansas City, Missouri, and former Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s 
Work. Other addresses included one of welcome by the Suffragan 
Bishop of California, on behalf of the diocesan, Bishop Block, whose 
illness kept him away; and an historical reminiscence of former 
Synods by the Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons, D.D., LL.D., retired 
Bishop of California. 


THURSDAY, MAY 7

The Second Joint Session 


The Joint Session re-convened at 9:45 A.M. with the President 
of the Province and the Provincial President of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary in the Chair. 

The Bishop of Olympia, the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., S.T.D., 
D.D., LL.D., led the devotions and conducted a meditation on the 
Parable of the Loaves and Fishes. 

pues Reve C. Howard Perry reported for the Work-shop on Pro- 
motion and Publicity. The group defined the task as that of promoting 
the whole work of the Church, essentially a missionary function 
aimed at two groups: those within and those outside the church. The 
task was considered at three levels: parish, diocese, and province. 
(Appendix M) 

At this point, Mr. Robert D. Jordan, director of the National 
Council’s Department of Promotion, was introduced. He spoke briefly 
and appreciatively of the Laymen’s Training Program, now in its 
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fifth year. The provincial training session was scheduled to be held 
at the California diocesan conference center, El Rancho del Obispo, 
on the week-end following Synod. 

The Rev. Louis B. Keiter (Oregon) reported for the meeting of 
Examining Chaplains and members of the faculty of the Divinity 
School. The group discussed (1) the question of standards for can- 
didates for the Perpetual Diaconate, concluding that such standards 
might be quite simple, providing that canonical standards be not 
lowered for those men intending to go on to the Priesthood; (2) the 
problem of lines of communications between Boards of Examiners 
and seminaries, listing as desirable the making of files of examina- 
tions available to the schools, and notifying schools of performances 
of men and of criticisms, if any, of their performance; (3) examina- 
tions themselves, expressing a general agreement for a few well- 
chosen questions rather than detailed examinations and for greater 
standardization throughout the province. Other problems recognized, 
but not discussed, included (1) best dates for examinations, (2) the 
student who presents himself before completing his seminary course, 
and (3) the examiner who “rides a hobby’. To consider these and 
other questions more adequately, particularly the nature and purpose 
of canonical examinations and the body of data on which they should 
be framed, the group endorsed the idea of a two-day meeting at the 
Divinity School within the next year for representatives of each 
diocesan board, the provincial board, and the seminary faculty. 

The Rev. Charles S. Neville (Oregon), introduced to give the 
report of the Work-shop on College Work, instead gave over his time 
to the Rev. Roger Blanchard, executive secretary of the National 
Council’s Division of College Work. The Rev. Mr. Blanchard described 
the significant faculty-student movement which is transforming the 
concept of College Work and making of it a missionary, evangelistic, 
and interpretive attack on the college community as a whole. He 
announced a series of two-day conferences in every diocese for clergy 
actually engaged in College Work. Finally, he reported briefly and 
informally on his recent tour of the Orient, especially Japan, where 
he was invited to assist the Nippon Sei Ko Kwai in setting up Chris- 
tian Centers in the five Japanese Imperial Universities. 

The Very Rev. David deL. Scovil (Los Angeles) reported in- 
formally for the Work-shop on Evangelism, which had concerned 
itself primarily with a consideration of Bishop Kinsolving’s motion 
in Synod that the provincial Committee on Evangelism be discharged. 
The result of the group’s discussion was embodied in two resolutions 
which had been referred to the Committee on Resolutions and form 
part of their report. 

Miss Helen Wagstaff reported for the Work-shop on Christian 
Education. The group strongly urged the forging of a chain of com- 
munication between the departments of the several dioceses and 
districts in the Province through the exchange of minutes and other 
publications and by furnishing the provincial chairman annually with 
a summary report of the year’s activity. The need was also felt for a 
mid-year meeting of the provincial department, including the chair- 
man or other representative from every diocesan and district depart- 
ment to plan a provincial program, with special reference to leader- 
ship training. For the coming year it was proposed that the provincial 
program consist of holding such a mid-year meeting and sending a 
qualified clergyman from the Province to the Conference on The 
Church and Group Life, to be held at Seabury-Western Theological 
Seminary from August 23rd to September 4th, such person to pro- 
vide leadership guidance in the province. 

At this point, the Chair once more called upon the Rev. Dr. 
David R. Hunter, who elaborated on his remarks to the Synod, giv- 
ing a progress report on the development of the “New Curriculum” 
and the current phase of the Leadership Training Program, especially 
in respect of the Conference on The Church and Group Life. 

Miss Katharine A. Grammer, called upon for a report on the 
Work-shop on Christian Social Relations, presented the report by 
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title (Appendix N) and distributed mimeographed copies of. it. She 
relinquished her time to the Rev. G. Paul Musselman, executive sec- 
retary of the new Division of Urban-Industrial Work of the National 
Council’s Department of Christian Social Relations, who spoke of 
the scope of his task and called the work of Christian Social Rela- 
tions the “new evangelism” for the Episcopal Church. 


Mrs. Harold W. Moore of the Diocese of Sacramento was then 
introduced to describe the Traveling Lending Library project of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of that Diocese. 


The Joint Session was adjourned at 11:25 A.M. 
Second Business Session 


The second business session of the Synod was called to order at 
11:42 A.M. by the President. 


Dr. Charles A. Benson (Spokane) read a Lesson from Holy Scrip- 
ture and the Rev. Gordon A. Cross (Sacramento) conducted opening 
devotions. 


The fourth report of the Committee on the Dispatch of Business 
was presented by the Rev. Gordon A. Cross. On motion, the report 
was adopted. 


The Chair announced that the Rev. David Cochrane (Nevada) 
would replace the Rev. William Grosh (Honolulu) as teller, and Mr. 
Hugh Brown (Sacramento) would replace Mr. Earl Oss (Utah). The 
name of Mr. Rudolph Goransen (Idaho) was added to the number of 
tellers. 


Ballots were distributed, marked, and collected; and the tellers 
withdrew. 

Noon-day prayers were ied by the Very Rev. David deL. Scovil 
(Los Angeles). 

Mr. William Siegmund, provincial chairman of the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work, was introduced by the Chair. 
Mr. Siegmund gave Synod a brief summary of the Annual Diccesan 
Chairmen’s Conference, held on the preceding two days. He spoke of 
the activities being carried on in diocesan groups under the headings 
of the four emphases of the program: the Corporate Communion, the 
Corporate Gift, the “Builders’” program, and the Laymen’s Training 
Program. (Appendix O) 

At this point, the Missionary Bishop of Arizona brought in a 

message from the House of Bishops containing the names of three 
men to be nominated to the National Church’s House of Bishops, in 
accordance with the provisions of Canon 40, Section 2 (b), of the 
Canons of General Convention, for the Missionary Bishopric of Spo- 
kane. The three men so named are the Very Rev. J. W. F. Carman 
(Arizona), the Rev. John P. Craine (Indianapolis), and the Rev. 
Charles S. Neville (Oregon). 
The President of the Province relinquished the Chair to the Pres- 
ident of the House of Deputies. It was moved and seconded that the 
nominations of the House of Bishops be approved. The Ordinances of 
the Province prescribe a vote by orders in this matter and such a 
vote was had, with unanimous votes in both the Clerical and Lay 
Orders. The President of the House of Deputies thereupon ceded 
the Chair to the President of the Province. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the Secretary be in- 
structed to send affectionate greetings to retired bishops in the Prov- 
ince, not present at Synod, and to the Rev. Alfred Lockwood of Port- 
land, Oregon, the first, and long-time, Secretary of the Province. 

The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, chairman of the Committee 
on Resolutions, presented a resolution, based on a memorial from the 
diocesan convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, deploring the 
practice of many school boards of setting public school vacations in 
Holy Week. It was moved and seconded that the appropriate authori- 
ties in the several States in the Province be memorialized to the effect 
that the week before Easter be avoidd as a time for Spring vacations 
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of the public schools. After spirited discussion, it was moved by Mr. 
W. Coburn Cook (San Joaquin) that the motion be tabled. Seconded, 
Mr. Coburn’s motion prevailed. 

At this moment the Very Rev. Joseph L. O’Rillion (Oregon), 
judge of elections, reported the results of the election for members of 
the Provincial Council, Class of 1956, as follows: The Suffragan 
Bishop of Los Angeles, the Rev. John T. Ledger (Nevada), and Mr. 
John C. F. Merrifield (Oregon). 

The session was recessed for luncheon at 12:35 P.M. 


Third Business Session 


: fees afternoon session was called to order by the President at 

The Lesson was read by Col. B. C. Allin (California) and the 
Devotions were led by the Rev. H. Norris Twitchell (Olympia). 

Dean O’Rillion gave the final report of elections, as follows: 

__ Nominated for Trustee of St. Margaret’s House: The Missionary 
Bishop of Nevada. 

Nominated for Trustee of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific: Mr. Ford Barrett, Jr. (Spokane). 

Treasurer: Mr. John Vassie (Oregon). 

The Provincial Court of Review: The Missionary Bishop of Ari- 
zona; the Rev. Messrs. Burton Salter (Olympia), James Trotter (San 
Joaquin), and Joseph Hogben (Utah); Messrs. Philip Adams _ (Cali- 
fornia), W. Coburn Cook (San Joaquin), and James Hodges 
(Olympia). 

The Treasurer of the Province, being recognized, presented the 
Budget for 1953-54 for final consideration and action. 

The Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert (California) moved that the 
appropriation for Christian Education (item g) be increased from 
$150 to $335. Upon being seconded, Canon Guilbert spoke to the ques- 
tion, explaining that the sum was needed to put into effect the pro- 
gram outlined by the Work-shop: $150 to subsidize partially a mid- 
year meeting of the Provincial Department, the balance to cover part 
of the expenses of sending one clergyman from the Province to the 
Conference on The Church and Group Life in Evanston, Illinois. The 
motion carried. 

Col. B. C. Allin moved to reinstate item j, for an Armed Forces 
Committee. His motion, though seconded, was lost. 

The Committee on Resolutions, through its chairman, the Suffra- 
gan Bishop of Los Angeles, presented two resolutions of the Work- 
shop on Evangelism: (1) that the Committee on Evangelism be con- 
tinued, and (2) that the appropriation for the Committee (item k) 
be increased to $200.00, to finance a survey of evangelistic methods 
currently in use in the Episcopal Church. A motion embodying these 
resolutions was made, seconded, and carried. 

The Treasurer then moved the adoption of the Budget for 1953-54 
as revised (Appendix B-1). This motion, duly seconded, prevailed, 
and the Treasurer was authorized to assess the Units of the Province 
for the balance of the Budget of $14,285 over and above the cash 
balance remaining from lapsed balances of former years. 

The Committee on Resolutions brought in its final report, em- 
bodying seven resolutions, which were adopted seriatim, as follows: 

1. WHEREAS the Church Divinity School of the Pacific is the 
only Episcopal Divinity School in the Province, and 

WHEREAS, the entire Church in the Province of the Pacific 
must depend to an ever-increasing extent on the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific for the Clergy of our churches, and 

WHEREAS our Divinity School at Berkeley is desperately in 
need of financial support if it is to provide for the increased de- 
mands for clergy, and 

WHEREAS the laymen of the Province strongly urge that a 
portion of contributions made on Theological Education Sunday be 
allocated and transmitted to the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
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NOW therefore, BE IT RESOLVED: That a portion of all con- 
tributions on Theological Education Sunday in this Province be 
transmitted to the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That a copy of this Resolution 
be sent to each Bishop of the Province for transmittal to the clergy 
and vestries of his diocese or district. 

2. RESOLVED: That this Synod, in keeping with the teaching of 
the Book of Common Prayer, the regulations of Canon law, and the 
tradition of this Church, affirms 

a. It is the duty of every Christian to worship God every 
Sunday in His Church. a 

b. Substitutes for Worship in Church, except in cases of ill- 
ness or infirmity, via the media of radio, television, or any 
other similar means, shall not be construed as the fulfill- 
ment of this duty of worship. 

3. WHEREAS there is an urgent need for new missions and Sun- 
day Schools in the Eighth Province, and 

WHEREAS there is urgent need of building programs facing 
existing churches and missions, and 

WHEREAS there are only limited funds for these purposes 
available from National Council and diocesan or district monies, 
therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED: On behalf of Evangelism and Stewardsnip, 
that this Synod urgently appeals to all members of the Church to 
place at the disposal of dioceses and districts sums of money for use 
and on loan at minimum or no interest rates; all such loaned monies 
to be used exclusively for financing new missions and Sunday Schools 
within the respective dioceses and districts. 

4. RESOLVED: That this Synod recommend that its component 
dioceses and districts select and activate committees on Recruiting 
for the Ministry and Women’s Work in accordance with the action 
of the last General Convention. 

5. RESOLVED: That this Synod endorses the present efficient 
work of the Armed Forces Division of the National Council and the 
direct relationship with each jurisdiction. 

6. WHEREAS the Provincial Council of this Province has suc- 
ceeded in stream-lining the agenda of the Synod meeting and should 
be commended for it, and 

WHEREAS the adoption of our budget should be in the light of 
a full discussion of the proposed programs of the various Departments 
and Committees of the Church’s work, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That this Synod respectfully 
request our Provincial Council at its Stated Meeting to consider the 
feasibility of conducting the Synod’s work-shops prior to the business 
session. 

7. RESOLVED: That the members of this 34th Synod of the 
Province of the Pacific express their regret at not being able to greet 
their host Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Karl Morgan Block, D.D., LL.D.; and 
pray for his speedy recovery, thanking him and his suffragan, the 
Rt. Rev. Henry Herbert Shires, D.D., S.T.D., the Rev. Carl Tamblyn 
the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert; the members of the Cathedral 
Parish and the Churchmen and Churchwomen of the Diocese of 
California for their hospitality. 

_. The Committee on Canons, through its chairman, the Suffragan 
Bishop of California, recommended the following action: 

il. Repeal Article IV, Section 1 (d) of the Constitution. This 
section provides for a Committee on Arrangements for Provincial 
Synod, and prescribes its duties. The functions of this Committee have 
been taken over by the Provincial Council itself, rendering the Com- 
mittee unnecessary. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried, that this section be repealed. 

_ 2. Repeal Canon 6, paragraph (g), which provides for a Com- 
mittee on Program and Budget. Provision for this Committee was 
made in 1951, but mature consideration has suggested that it would 
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be unnecessary machinery in view of the modest proportions of the 
Provincial budget. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried, that this section be repealed. 

_3. That the Committee on Canons be authorized to study and 
review the Constitution and Ordinances of the Province with a view 
to their re-printing; and that the Committee report its recommen- 
dations to the Stated Meeting of the Provincial Council for approval, 
and to the 35th Annual Synod for adoption. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the Committee on 
Canons be so authorized. 

The Bishop of Olympia gained the floor and invited the 35th 
Synod to meet at St. Paul’s Church, Bellingham, Washington. It was 
moved that the invitation be accepted, and the motion carried. 

The Ven. C. Aaron King (Sacramento) presented the report of 
the Committee on Necrology (Appendix P) and moved that the Presi- 
dent of the Province offer appropriate commemorative prayers. This 
motion having carried, the President led the Synod in prayer. 

The Bishop of Oregon, being recognized, introduced Col. Paul 
Rusch of Tokyo, director of the Kiyosato Experimental Educational 
Project (KEEP), who addressed Synod briefly and feelingly about 
the needs in the Orient, particularly Japan, and especially the con- 
tinuing need for food-stuffs and prayer. 

- . It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the President and Sec- 
retary of the Province be authorized to certify the minutes. 

All business having been concluded at 3:15 P.M., the Chair de- 
clared a recess until the Woman’s Auxiliary should have concluded 
their sessions. 

The Synod was reconvened at 4:20 P.M., at which time the Chair 
entertained a motion for adjournment. 

It was thereupon moved, seconded, and carried, that the 34th 
Synod of the Province of the Pacific be adjourned, sine die.

REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 
Synodical Year 1952-1953 


In accordance with the provisions of section 5 of Article VII of 
the Constitution of the Province, three meetings of the Provincial 
Council were held in the Synodical year, May lst, 1952, to April 
30th, 1953. 

1. The Annual Meeting was held at 9:20 P.M., May 6, 1952, at 
Bishop Tuttle House, Boise, immediately following the Opening serv- 
ice of the 33rd Synod of the 8th Province. The meeting was called to 
order by Bishop Rhea and opened with prayer. The roll was taken and 
ten of the elected and Ex officio members were present. Dean Johnson 
of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific was extended the cour- 
tesy of a seat and vote in the Council. 

The reports of the various Departments and Committees were 
received by title to be presented to the Synod in detail. The financial 
report of Receipts and Disbursements for the past Synodical Year 
was presented by Mr. Vassie, Provincial Treasurer, and the same 
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accepted. The tentative budget, as amended by the special committee 
authorized by the previous Synod was approved by the Council with 
the recommendation that it be submitted to the Synod for approval. 


2. The Organizational Meeting was held in Boise, Idaho, immedi- 
ately following the adjournment of the 33rd Synod. The Chairmen for 
the several Departments, Commissions, and Committees were selected. 
Their names are recorded in the 1952 Synod Journal and need not 
be repeated in this report. The meeting also fixed the time and place 
of the Stated Meeting: September 30, 1952, at the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, Berkeley, California. No other business was 
transacted. 


3. The Stated Meeting was held on the date and at the place 
appointed, and opened at 1:15 P.M. with prayer by the President, 
Bishop Rhea. Twelve members were present. 


The first order of business was to act upon the resignation of the 
Rev. Gilbert P. Prince as Secretary of the Council and of Synod. The 
resignation was accepted and the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert 
was appointed Secretary pro-tem, pending confirmation by the Synod. 


The report of the Finance Committee was then presented by the 
Treasurer, Mr. John Vassie, in three parts: (1) an Ad-Interim report 
of receipts and disbursements, showing a balance of $2,678.75; (2) a 
report of accounts receivable and payable; and (3) a Tentative Budget 
for 1953-1954 in the amount of $13,100, compared with the Current 
Budget as Revised. After discussion, Council approved for presen- 
ae Hoang 34th Annual Synod a proposed Budget in the amount 
Git SUSE a), 


At this juncture, reports were received from Departments, Com- 
mittees, and Commissions. Bishop Lewis, reportnig for the Department 
of Christian Education, announced plans to secure information to be 
shared within the province, through program suggestions by mail. 
The Rev. Edward McNair, chairman for Promotion, Publicity, and 
Radio, discussed possibilities for promoting the work in the Province. 
The Rev. Charles Neville, for College work, moved the replacement 
of the present part-time provincial College Work representatives by 
Miss Margaret Fletcher and the Rev. Norman Stockwell, at no budget- 
ary increase. It was so ordered. Bishop Rhea, on behalf of the Presid- 
ing Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work, announced that Mr. 
William H. Siegmund of San Marino had been appointed to succeed 
Mr. J. Post Williams as Provincial Chairman. A special committee on 
the Armed Forces was appointed to serve until confirmation by the 
next Synod. No reports were received from the Departments of 
Missions, Youth, and Indian Work; or from the Committees on Con- 
Bored Areas, Evangelism, Examining Chaplains, and Program of the 

rovince. 


The Secretary pro-tem was asked to request that all reports to 
Synod be reduced in length and filed with him prior to the opening 
of Synod in printed or mimeographed form. 


The date of Synod was set for May 5, 6, and 7 at Grace Cathedral, 


and the Rev. Edward A. Wicher, Jr., was appointed chairman of a 
special committee on arrangements. 


Bishop Gordon of Alaska, or, failing him, Suffragan Bishop Camp- 
bell of Los Angeles, was designated Synod Preacher.

COMMITTEE ON SEAMEN’S WORK, SYNOD OF THE 
PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


1953 


Your Chairman reminds the Synod that the Church’s ministry 
to merchant seamen on the Pacific Coast was begun in San Francisco 
in 1892 by the Missions to Seamen of the Church of England, largely 
because of the great number of British sailing ships visiting West 
Coast ports. 

Work was rapidly extended to nearby Port Costa; to Tacoma; 
Vancouver, B.C.; Portland; and San Pedro, at the Harbor of Los 
Angeles; and finally, after responsibility had been shouldered by 
American dioceses, to Stockton. 

Hopes were high for the development, of a strong program under 
our own Church, comparable to that of East Coast ports, such as that 
in New York and Philadelphia, but adverse conditions terminated all 
by the middle ’30s except the Institutes at Vancouver and San Pedro, 
so that the Seamen’s Church Institute of Los Angeles alone remains, 
and is the sole link with the pioneer Missions to Seamen venture. 

Avoiding post mortems, your Committee Chairman suggests first 
that the continuing Institute at San Pedro, which has, as always, the 
fullest confidence and support of the Diocese of Los Angeles, deserves 
the same confidence and support of this Synod. 

Established in a dock-side residence by the late Miss Edith Moore, 
a volunteer from the Institute in San Francisco, it grew through the 
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decades to be the third largest of the Seamen’s Church Institutes of 
the Episcopal Church in the U.S., with a full program of religious, 
welfare, and recreational work; and with lodgings, mail, baggage- 
storage, and seamen’s savings facilities. 


From the office of the Bishop of Los Angeles comes the statement: 


“Our Seamen’s Church Institute is at present in the process of 
reorganization. ... When we had the survey of our welfare institutions 
made by the Department of Health and Welfare Agencies of the 
National Council, the recommendation was that our seamen’s work 
should be greatly enlarged and more adequate facilities built. The 
recommendation was that we spend at least $250,000 for this program. 
Though this figure was obviously ambitious for the present, we have 
had architect’s drawings made for the improvement of the present 
site and we have an item of $35,000 in the capital fund which is being 
raised at the present time toward the first unit of the building 
program.” 

Your Chairman, fortunate in a long experience of Harbor Man- 
agement in Texas, California, and elsewhere, and having had much 
contact with both management and sea-going personnel, and regret- 
ting that we now have but one active seamen’s agency in the Province, 
feels strongly that this Synod should continue its study of conditions 
among merchant seamen in all Pacific Coast ports, and benefit by the 
Church’s Atlantic and Gulf port experience, and certainly give its 
fullest support, spiritually and financially to the project under the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, where the work has so courageously been 
continued. That institute can well prove a valuable laboratory and 
research center. 

Secondly, your Chairman recommends that all Coast dioceses 
study work now being done locally, and co-operate in this wherever 
possible, on an inter-Church basis. This is being done in the port of 
San Francisco, where some excellent work is being done for Scandi- 
navian seamen under Lutheran and governmental auspices; by the 
Roman Church; and by the Embarcadero Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. At this last center meets an Advisory Committee on Sea- 
men’s Work, which includes representatives from Consulates, Shipping 
Companies, Unions, and the like; and of which, for the Episcopal 
Church, the Rev. Canon Kenneth E. Nelson, Executive Secretary for 
Christian Social Relations, and the Rev. Dr. Harold H. Kelley, the 
first Superintendent and Chaplain of the Seamen’s Church Institute 
of Los Angeles, and later Director of the Seamen’s Church Institute 
New York, now retired, are members. 

The full facilities of the YMCA are available to merchant seamen, 
and a full-time Chaplain, a Lutheran, himself a former seaman, heads 
the religious, social, and recreational program. Sunday services are 
held at the YMCA, and Church parties are guided to places of worship 
as desired. 

As your Chairman and all others acquainted with waterfronts 
and shipping well know, merchant seamen come from the same sort 
of families as the rest of us; currently, the majority have had High 
School training and some the benefit of college; and many have a 
genuine interest in religion. They are skilled, and now well paid, 
artisans in their trade. They have greatly benefitted by the character- 
building work done by the variety of welfare and religious agencies 
dedicated to serving them, by the increasingly constructive and far- 
sighted activities of their unions, and by what is at least the beginning 
of good co-operation between management and union leaders. 

While the programs of well- established seamen’s agencies should 
continue, it is conceivable that lodgings, commissaries, and some other 
facilities may not necessarily be included in new or even in re- 
suscitated centers. But since seamen on duty are inevitably away 
from home, and deprived of the human relationships corollary to 
home, such as Church, neighbors, recreation, and the like, religious 
and other opportunities and privileges are indicated to the Church 
to make seamen welcome in whatever port they may be. They all 
need Christ and Christ needs them. 
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To whatever extent your Chairman may be able to report prog- 
ress, he most surely reports hope, and the desire that this Synod of 
the Episcopal Church put on the whole armor of God to minister to 
seamen wherever and however needed. : 

Finally, to summarize, the lot of the seaman today is totally dis- 
similar to what it was twenty years ago. He has today a salary un- 
heard of in the old days. He has today in his union a hiring agency 
which never previously existed. Consequently, our policy for the 
present, at least, should be to disregard the problem of material wel- 
fare, and to concentrate on the betterment of spiritual welfare, 
through our own agencies, wherever they may exist, or through com- 
munity effort or inter-Church activity.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF RURAL WORK 


To the 34th Synod of the Province of the Pacific: 

The Department of Rural Work has no outstanding achievements 
to report as a Department. There is a great deal of town and country 
work done in the Province under the direction of the several juris- 
dictions. A review of much of it is properly included in the Report of 
the Department of Missions and the Committee on Evangelism. 

Several of the missionary districts are aided by the program of 
the Division of Town and Country Work of the National Council. 
Seminarians and student workers from Windham House and St. 
Margaret’s House did field work in four missionary areas under the 
direction of the Town and Country program through the Institute at 
Roanridge, Missouri. This program is directed locally by supervisors 
trained in this work at Roanridge. At the end of the summer, the 
students themselves return to Roanridge for further training at the 
Institute, correlating and evaluating their ideas and experience. 

Your Chairman believes that this Division of Town and Country 
Work is doing an excellent job of training workers in the town and 
country field and increasing the Church’s awareness of this great 
missionary opportunity.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


To the 34th Synod of the Province of the Pacific: 


_ The outstanding event in Christian Education within the Province 
this past year has been the team from the National Department of 
Christian Education which has toured most of the jurisdictions in our 
area. Their contribution in the training of leaders and the converting 
of people to the work of Christian Education is inestimable, and your 
Chairman would like to express appreciation to the National Council 
and the Department of Christian Education for the service rendered 
by the team to the Province. 

Since the budget for the Department does not permit a regular 
meeting of its members, apart from the Synod, there is real difficulty 
in establishing a provincial program of Christian Education. Your 
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Chairman hopes that the Christian Education workshop to be held at 
the Synod will include this important matter in its discussions and 
make some recommendation to the new Department. 

In correspondence between the Chairman and various members, 
certain suggestions have been offered which might lead to greater 
usefulness of the Department in the provincial Christian Education 
program. One suggestion, presented by several, concerns the matter 
of basic standards for Church schools and for Dioceses and Districts. 
As one member put it, “Large parishes with expert lay or profes- 
sional staffs may not feel the need for minimum standards so much, 
but in many small, struggling missions such a standard might be- 
come a useful tool.” “Such minimum standards would be beneficial in 
meeting the nomadic quality of so many of our people, if they could 
be established throughout the Province.” 

A further suggestion has been made that the diocesan and district 
departments should circulate mimeographed reports of their meetings, 
programs, and achievements to the other departments so that the 
knowledge of work done in other areas may be generally available. 
Another possibility suggested was the attempt to assemble a small 
conference of volunteers (since the budget could not cover travel) to 
discuss a provincial Christian Education program in coordination 
with the National Department (perhaps pooling expenses of travel so 
that the cost would rest equally on all). It might also be possible, 
with the increasing use of slide films by amateurs in Church circles 
to develop an illustrated presentation with slides and script showing 
the ways in which the Christian Education program of the National 
Department is being used and adapted in the different localities of 
our Province. 

We have with us at the Synod the Rev. David Hunter, the new 
Executive Secretary of the Department of Christian Education of the 
National Council. Your Chairman hopes that suggestions from him 
about what your Provincial Department can and should do with its 
present budget and what other provincial departments have done, 
may be available to the Synod workshop and to the Department for 
its future guidance. 

Your Chairman frankly believes that the present situation does 
not readily lend itself to the development of a provincial program, 
except in very skeletal form and urges those interested, who are in 
attendance at the Synod, to direct the new Department, through the 
workshop, regarding the sort of program your Department should 
undertake, how much of a program at the provincial level is desirable, 
and how the program may be effectively promoted on a suitably 
modest budget.

REPORT, PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF 
COLLEGE WORK 


NORTHERN AREA OF THE EIGHTH PROVINCE 


This year’s new experience of attempting to be an Executive 
Secretary in the Province’s Department of College Work is now 
over, and what an experience! It isn’t easy for a thistle to become a 
rose, and to do that about which one knows little or nothing is an 
experience that leaves one “weighed in the balance and found want- 
ing” more times than not. However, the best foot has been put for- 
ward and some acts have been manifested through our feeble en- 
deavors. Following the Provincial College Commission Meeting in 
Berkeley on July 23, arrangements were made whereby I might at- 
tend the National Canterbury Association Conference at Tufts Col- 
lege, Medford, Massachusetts, September 10th to 14th. I attended as 
one of the adult advisors of the Eighth Province. The Northwest Area 
of the Province had a fine representation in four students, three of 
whom were from the University of Washington and the other, Sam 
Houston, President of the Regional Commission for College Work, 
from Oregon State College at Corvallis. 

During the past year, with the exception of the Eastern Oregon 
Colleges of Education at LaGrande, I visited each of our major col- 
lege centers in the Missionary Districts of the Northwest. During 
these visitations I met with the College Workers and Clergy, talked 
with students and faculty groups, always with an eye toward accom- 
plishing two purposes: First, the consolidation of the college program 
in our widely-scattered area of the Northwest, and secondly, to bring 
about an awareness of the necessity of our participation in all phases 
of the National Canterbury Association. In connection with the latter 
we have had some results, in that the University of Idaho, the Uni- 
versity of Washington, Washington State College, Eastern Oregon 
College of Education, Oregon State College, and Idaho State College 
all applied for the renewal of their charters for the college year 1952- 
1953. Whitman College at Walla Walla applied for a charter for the 
first time. Also, in connection with sustaining memberships in the 
National Canterbury Association, Oregon State College contributed 
20, University of Washington 14, ‘and the University of Idaho 58. 

On October 13 at the Woman’s Institute of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of the Missionary District of Spokane, the story of college work 
within the Area and District was presented to the women by the 
Secretary; and Mrs. J. E. Buchanan of Moscow, the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary representative on the College Commission, gave a fine report 
and solicited the interest and support of the women of the Church. 
Incidentally, this had wonderful results. At this same time, at a 
Clergy Meeting, the Executive Council of the District of Spokane 
passed a resolution whereby each parish and mission within the jur- 
isdiction would be assessed 3% of the current National Church’s 
asking, to be used by the College Commission for the work in the 
local college centers. 

In early December, during my visit at the three college centers 
in the Missionary District of Idaho, I had a conference with Bishop 
Rhea, and that District is now in the progress of organizing a College 
Commission which, we hope, will spur on the work of these three 
campuses. Through the efforts of the Regional Canterbury Commis- 
sion, which was elected at the Annual Canterbury Conference of the 
Northwest which met at Moscow, Idaho, on the weekend of April 19, 
we have been endeavoring to strengthen the Canterbury Association 
of this Region, to organize new clubs, and to reach isolated Episcopal 
students on campuses where there is no organized Church work. 
Some effort was made toward each one of these goals. One means of 
reaching our college students was through the Northwest Newsletter 
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of which we had three publications put out by Western Washington 
College of Education at Bellingham, Washington, Washington State 
College at Pullman, and Oregon State College at Corvallis. Also, Sam 
Houston, President, was the editor of the National Canterburian of 
which there have been three publications this year. 

The Sixth Annual Northwest Canterbury Conference met at 
Corvallis, Oregon, on the weekend of April 10th to 12th, 1953. Fifty- 
three students and adult leaders from seven colleges attended, and 
while a number of colleges were not represented at all (Heaven 
knows why), it was a most successful conference. The Rev. Russell 
Staines, one-time Chaplain at the University of California and now 
Rector of St. Stephen’s Church, Seattle, occupied the major part of 
the conference discussing the theme, “Growing Up Spiritually”. At 
the business session, the National Canterbury Association charter 
fees and sustaining memberships were discussed, and a new Regional 
Commission was elected. The new Chairman of the Commission is 
Miss Ann Butterfield of Eastern Oregon College of Education at La 
Grande, Oregon. We were convinced from the findings of this session 
that greater emphasis had to be placed upon making the National 
Canterbury Association a more real part of our college program on 
the local campuses. 

Other items which have been put forth to strengthen our college 
work in the Northwest Area were: A questionnaire to all college 
workers asking for information in connection with their work, where- 
by we might evaluate what is being done on the part of the Church 
in the respective college centers. The response was gratifying; the 
findings not too enlightening. Second, each college worker in the 
Northwest Area has received a reminder and a charter blank two 
times for making application as an organized club to the National 
Commission of College Work. Third, each college worker has received 
two letters giving necessary information about sustaining member- 
ships in the National Canterbury Association, and were urged to do 
their utmost to send in as many member memberships as possible. 
Fourth, handbooks for college workers were distributed to all those 
who requested them. Fifth, I have had correspondence with Dean 
Hitchcock of the Cathedral at Boise to arrange for a summer camp 
conference for college students from the State of Idaho, to be held at 
the Church’s Conference Center at McCall, Idaho, some time during 
August. Sixth, trying to organize an all-city Canterbury Club in 
Spokane.

In making this, my first report, I wish to express my appreciation 
for the help I have had in learning the job. The list of helpers is too 
long for inclusion, but it consists of Bishops and their college commit- 
tees; local rectors, chaplains and women workers; college adminis- 
trative officers, faculty, and students; Woman’s Auxiliary presidents 
and innumerable other supporters of the work.

The challenge is great and in many places the Church is at work 
to meet it. In the District of Arizona there are four colleges. We have 
work in three, with the fourth being established currently. In the 
Diocese of California, there are fourteen colleges. In eight of these a 
program has been established. In the Diocese of Los Angeles, there 
are thirty campuses that we know of. An organized program has 
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been created for ten of these. In the District of Nevada, there is one 
school of collegiate standing and the Church is working there. In 
the Diocese of Sacramento, there are twelve colleges. There are two 
organized Canterbury groups and two in the process of organization. 
In the District of San Joaquin, there are eleven colleges and two 
Canterbury groups. In Utah, there are four colleges. There is a 
Canterbury organized for students of two of these and regular contact 
maintained in a third. 

To understand the above figures, it should be remembered that 
the list is probably not entirely complete. There are no doubt other 
colleges that we have not yet discovered. In addition, it should be 
pointed out that these figures include some colleges in which there 
are no or very few Episcopalians in attendance.

NATIONAL CANTERBURY ASSOCIATION 


Conferences of the National Canterbury Association have been 
held or are scheduled in the Diocese of Los Angeles, the District of 
Arizona and the Central Region which includes the remainder of the 
dioceses and districts of this area. A series of conferences for high 
school seniors who plan to enter college in the fall have been held 
in the Diocese of California. The Provincial Vocational Conference 
was held last weekend at the Church Divinity School and St. Mar- 
garet’s House. 


OTHER STUDENT CONFERENCES 


Our students participated in the United Student Christian Coun- 
cil Study Conference held at Stanford during the Christmas holidays. 
We were responsible for gathering our own and other students to- 
gether for a report on the World’s Student Christian Federation 
General Assembly which was held in India. The Rev. John Burgess, 
Episcopal Chaplain at Howard University, made the report. 


FACULTY 


Eight meetings with faculty from 17 different colleges were held 
with Dr. Thomas Scott-Craig, executive chairman for Faculty Work 
of the National Council, as leader. Approximately 150 different per- 
sons took part in these meetings. In addition, Dr. Scott-Craig discussed 
faculty work with groups of our clergy and those of other denomi- 
nations.

I feel my report would not be complete without an outline of 
my activities since beginning the work the first of July. 


LEARNING THE JOB 


In learning the various aspects of the work, I took part in the 
Summer School for College Workers held in Berkeley the month of 
July. Discussions and conferences were held with five national and 
provincial workers, two specialists and five workers for other de- 
nominations. Special study was done in background materials, reports 
from other provinces, methods of promotion and ways of conducting 
meetings and conferences. Concurrent with this was the establishment 
of an office. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


At General Convention I took part in or spoke to nine different 
groups. I have spoken to three Auxiliary groups and the Convoca- 
tional Banquet of the District of San Joaquin. 
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ECUMENICAL 


My part in the Study Conference mentioned above was to act as 
treasurer, and to meet five times in the planning and twice in 
follow-up. I have taken part in meetings regarding three local co- 
operative projects. Seven other ecumenical meetings have been at- 
tended and/or arranged. 


SUPPORTING GROUPS AND PERSONS 


Auxiliary Presidents and Boards have been consulted in four 
dioceses and districts. Of the Diocesan committees in charge of col- 
lege work, I have met with three. I have met formally or informally 
with the bishops or their suffragans in each diocese or district. In 
addition I have consulted with three groups and eight individuals 
who are supporters of local projects. 


COLLEGE PERSONNEL 


In addition to the faculty reached through Dr. Scott-Craig, I 
have met with five college presidents, seven deans, and seven faculty 
members. Twenty chaplains, rectors, and women workers have been 
called on. Three newsletters have been sent to a mailing list of 85. 


CANTERBURY 


Canterbury groups in seven schools have been visited and a joint 
meeting of four schools attended. Eight meetings of the Executive 
Committee of the Central Region (NCA) have been attended and 
three conferences with their president. I have been actively involved 
in the planning of the Canterbury Training Conference (Central 
Region), the High School Seniors’ Conference (Dio. of Calif.), the 
Central Region General Conference, and the Vocational Conference. 
In hones I attended the National Canterbury Association Con- 
vention. 


DEPARTMENT 


In connection with the work of the Department itself, I have been 
present at the two meetings of the Executive Committee and the two 
meetings of the Advisory Committee for the Southern Area. With 
the help of two committees, arrangements have been made for the 
College Work Banquet and Workshop being held at Synod.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 


The Provincial Department of Youth has focused its attention 
on the training and development of leadership among the young 
people in the Province. The plan and the techniques that have been 
used are the ones sponsored by the National Youth Commission and 
the Department of Youth of the National Council. 

Two young people and the clergy youth advisor from each dio- 
cese and district, together with the elected officers, comprise the 
Provincial Youth Commission. The members of this Commission re- 
ceive the plan and the techniques of the leadership training at their 
annual meeting, and are instructed to present these at the diocesan 
or district meetings and at their summer conferences. 
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The Seventh Annual Meeting of the Provincial Youth Commis- 
sion was held at Annie Wright Seminary, Tacoma, Washington, Tues- 
day, March 24th through Thursday, March 26th. The theme was based 
on the young person’s three basic relationships and his need of 
growth in each: “Daily increase in the Knowledge of God; Daily 
Increase in the Knowledge of Others; Daily Increase in the Knowl- 
edge of Self.” The Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., and The Rev. J. 
Burton Salter presented the discussion material in these three fields. 

Miss Fran Cooper, a National Youth Commission member and 
Provincial President, and Mr. Lindley Hartwell, a General Theo- 
logical Seminary student, who was en route home from the World 
Christian Youth Conference in India, led the discussion groups. The 
Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea gave five half-hour meditations entitled “My 
Bounden Duty.” Instruction in recreational singing was given by the 
Rev. Jean Clark, rector of St. James’ Church, Coquille, Oregon. 

Forty-two young people and clergy were in attendance, with all 
Districts and Dioceses represented except the Missionary District of 
Nevada and the Diocese of Sacramento.

COMMITTEE ON VOCATIONAL GIVING 


Participation in Vocational Giving has multiplied manyfold dur- 
ing the past year, not only in the Province of the Pacific, but in the 
National Church as a whole. New methods of Vocational Giving are 
also constantly being suggested. 
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As a result of last year’s report, 34 parishes and missions have 
requested and been supplied information on Bishop Block’s “bonds” 
to promote building funds. Sample “bonds” were sent along with the 
information. The latest church to consider our plan to finance a new 
building is St. Andrew’s, Lomita Park (William B. Murdock, rector). 


Your chairman was elected Deputy to the 1952 General Con- 
vention in Boston. As one of the 2,300 in attendance at the National 
Council dinner he was gratified to hear the Vocation Giving plan 
specially commended. He was honored to be given personal recog- 
nition along with U. S. Senator George Wharton Pepper of Pennsyl- 
vania for work in stewardship. Later he was elected Secretary of the 
General Convention’s Committee on Evangelism. ; 


While in Boston your chairman described the Vocational Giving 
plan to a Youth Conference at Tufts College in Medford, Mass. The 
Rev. Dr. Randolph C. Miller, co-originator of Vocational Giving, who 
has moved to the Yale Divinity School as Professor of Religious 
Education, has also been giving lectures on the plan to various inter- 
ested groups in the East. In June, 1952, at the Commencement exer- 
cises of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, your chairman 
was presented a Celtic cross and given the honorary title “Doctor 
of Vocational Giving.” 


Within the Province it seems that one of the most significant 
developments is the spread of Vocational Giving Guilds to various 
parishes and missions. The first such guild was reported last year at 
st. Luke’s Church, San Francisco (Carl N. Tamblyn, rector). If such 
guilds can be established in most of the parishes and missions of a 
diocese, they will constitute a ready reserve of time and talents for 
diocesan as well as parochial projects. In the Diocese of California, 
it is hoped that the guilds can make an important contribution to the 
construction of a chapel at El Rancho del Obispo and to the refur- 
bishing of the new home for True Sunshine Mission in San Francisco. 


At St. Alban’s Church, Albany (John H. Blacklidge, rector), 
where Vocational Giving originated and has been in practice for 12 
years, 1t is hoped that the Parish Hall, which presently houses the 
Church, will be entirely paid for by the sixth anniversary of the 
dedication of the structure. Vocational Giving continues its important 
contribution to the cost of this building through the distribution to 
members of Pence Cans bearing the slogan “Debt Free in 53”. On 
the completion of payment on this building project, the Church wing 
itself can be planned. 


Gratifying national publicity has continued to be accorded to 
Vocational Giving. In August, 1952, the American Magazine carried a 
picture-story of the plan in its “Interesting People” section. Later in 
the fall the Farm Federation News of Asheville, North Carolina, 
summarized the history of the plan. Just recently Grace Oursler, 
widow of the late Fulton Oursler, was given information for an 
article in her nationally syndicated newspaper column. The possi- 
bility of a C.B.S. network television report is also pending. 


It is well recognized that Vocational Giving is in the closest 
accord with our national program of Stewardship of Time, Talents, 
and Treasure; but beyond this it is becoming apparent that the plan 
can be a potent force in evangelism. Those who participate find the 
lives of themselves and their families spiritually strengthened, the 
congregational life of their parish revitalized, and community life of 
their cities and towns greatly enriched. 


_ Truly we have not, even yet, realized the full values of Voca- 
tional Giving.

CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL OF THE PACIFIC 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DEAN TO THE SYNOD OF THE 
PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC AT SAN FRANCISCO 


May 6, 1953 


The dramatic growth of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, and the magnitude of its problems, can be illustrated by a 
few simple statistics. Two years ago there was a student body of 
67, a year ago 85, and this year the School began with 97 students, 
of whom 95 were in attendance for most of the year. We spend 
almost exactly $1,000 a year per student, and accordingly the budget 
jumped from about $85,000 last year to $95,000 this year. 

Of the 95 students, 44 are married and 51 single. But we can 
crowd only 39 students into our present dormitories. We house a 
half dozen single students at the Campus Inn, 2519 Ridge Road, at a 
loss of $100 a year per student, since we charge the students $100 and 
have to pay Campus Inn $200. This leaves several other single stu- 
dents who live at home or have to find housing as best they can. 
Beyond a certain point we do not try to guarantee housing at all. 

From 45 to 50 men board regularly in Denniston Hall. This year 
we have continued the previous experiment of employing a student 
and his wife to manage the refectory, and the results have been 
gratifying. 

Of the 95 students, 63 belong to dioceses and missionary districts 
of the Eighth Province, and all but eight are from jurisdictions west 
of the Mississippi. 

Last year Dr. Randolph Crump Miller was called to be professor 
of Christian Education in the Yale Divinity School. This year two 
new members joined our faculty — the Rev. Robert N. Rodenmayer, 
professor of Pastoral Theology, and the Rev. Greer M. Taylor, Jr., 
instructor in Christian Ethics and the Philosophy of Religion. The 
latter has taken over Dr. Miller’s work with the exception of Chris- 
tian Education, which is taught by Dean Grammer and Miss Hickson 
of St. Margaret’s House, and to them we are very grateful. Professor 
Rodenmayer and the Rev. Mr. Taylor have proved excellent additions 
to the faculty in every way, and they have been particularly generous 
in giving their time to individual students. Mrs. Sherman Johnson 
is teaching the course in Introduction to Old Testament as well as 
Hebrew. Mr. Norman Mealy of the University of California and St. 
Mark’s Church has joined the faculty as instructor in Church Music. 
These accessions to the faculty have enabled us to offer a richer 
curriculum. 

Recataloguing of the Library has proceeded rapidly. As noted 
last year, we now have a full-time professional librarian, Mrs. Amos 
C. Carey, and to her is due credit for many improvements. More than 
1,000 books have been accessioned in the past sixteen months, and a 
number of unwanted volumes have been weeded out. The latter 
operation was necessary because of the lack of shelf space. The 
School has purchased the music library of the late Dr. Arthur W. 
Farlander, amounting to about 500 items. This has not yet been 
catalogued. 

The School now employs a bursar, Mr. Ernest W. Foote, who 
handles the School’s day-by-day financial affairs. I should like to 
express my gratitude to him; to my secretary, Miss Gertrude A. 
Strout; and to Mrs. William F. Copeland, who keeps the records of 
“Builders” and Theological Education Sunday, for the efficiency of 
the office. 

Many improvements have been made to buildings and grounds. 
The School has a Hobart dishwasher, the anonymous gift of a friend. 
Dr. James K. Friedrich of Cathedral Films has presented us with a 
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sound projector, film strips, and a tape recorder. Lighting in the 
library and classrooms is greatly improved, and the gardens and 
parking lot have received a great deal of attention from Mr. James 
Drew, who has been with the School for a number of years. 

Last year I announced that the Episcopal Church Foundation 
had given a faculty house to the School, and that we were about to 
purchase the other half of the parking lot at Euclid Avenue and 
Ridge Road. This latter purchase has been completed. The School has 
had a few other additions to its capital, the most noteworthy being 
the bequest of $15,000 by the late Mrs. Ellwood P. Cubberley of Palo 
Alto. This has been added to the Endowment Fund. : 

Next year the School will operate with a reorganized curriculum. 
The most striking feature of this is the institution of a tutorial sys- 
tem. Each senior will receive one hour of tutorial instruction through- 
out the year in lieu of a three-hour course. This is in line with the 
practice of several of the stronger theological seminaries of our 
Church. Because of the small size of the faculty it will be necessary 
to tutor students in groups of two. We believe that this procedure 
will coordinate the work which the student has done over the three- 
year period and make it more relevant to the work of the ministry. 
Comprehensive examinations will also be revived. 

It appears that at least 95 to 100 students will be in residence. 
Twenty-three students have already been accepted, most of them 
from the Eighth Province, but a few from as far away as Massachu- 
setts, Ohio, and Mississippi. Among the institutions represented are 
the University of California, U.C.L.A., Whittier, Harvard, Yale, and 
Amherst. We already have pending enough applications to fill the 
junior class, and from this point on we shall have to be very selective. 

Up to the present moment, receipts from Theological Education 
Sunday have been a little less than last year at this time. At the end 
of April the figure stood at $21,000. “Builders” pledges have been 
on the increase, thanks to the devoted efforts of Mr. Henry J. Kaiser, 
Jr., Mr. John Merrifield, and many others, but still far below the 
figure necessary to assure a steady income for the School and to 
make possible further increases in the faculty. The School has been 
able to operate this year because of several substantial gifts in ad- 
dition to the regular sources of income. We have high hopes that, 
through the “Builders” program, the Church people of the Eighth 
Province will give us the added income necessary to do our work 
adequately. We are determined to meet the needs of the Church 
by providing a large number of well-educated ordinands. With your 
prayers, and the help of Almighty God, we know that we shall 
succeed.

REPORT OF SAINT MARGARET’S HOUSE 


TO THE SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
AND THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY 
OF THE PROVINCE 


1953 


It is the purpose of Saint Margaret’s House to train women for 
work in the Church. Women serve in various capacities as they carry 
out their vocation of full-time Christian service. The most widely- 
known positions are those of director of religious education in parish 
or diocese, college worker on a single or a group of campuses, the 
educational and evangelistic worker overseas or in the town and 
country areas, and the teacher of religion. The training at Saint 
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Margaret’s House is planned to help the student to acquire the 
knowledge and skills needed in the position she will fill, and to 
help her grow toward being the sort of person who lives out her 
Christian vocation in relation to God and to people. 

A report of the significant matters which have affected the 
school in the year which has transpired since the meetings of the 
Synod and the Woman’s Auxiliary at Boise includes the following: 


REGISTRATION 
For this current academic year we have had our largest enroll- 
ment — 17 in number. Seven are from the 8th Province, — 3 from 


Olympia, 1 from Utah, 1 from Los Angeles, and 2 from California. 
New dioceses and districts represented in our student group are 
Vermont, Oklahoma, Texas, and South Dakota. 

The group from foreign countries consists of 2 from Japan, 1 
from China, and 1 from Mexico. Esperanza Villanueva from Cuerna- 
vaca, Mexico, is the first Mexican woman to be trained for profes- 
sional Church work. Prior to coming to Saint Margaret’s House she 
has served as a parish worker. Bishop Salinas is planning to give 
her some responsibility in the District on her return. 

_ Of this total number of students, five will graduate in June. 
Ling-Chuan Yeh from China will go to Honolulu as a teacher in 
the Priory School. The location of the others is not yet established. 
They are embarrassed by the number of positions offered them. This 
state of affairs, too many positions for available workers, is becoming 
more and more acute. There has been a notable increase in the 
number of parish positions open in this Province. Our enrollment 
must increase if we are to serve the Church as we should. 


PUBLICITY AND PROMOTION 


The task of recruiting is larger than the schools can handle. 
Although this is true and we welcome the help of Personnel Secre- 
taries in the diocesan Woman’s Auxiliaries and look forward to the 
day when rectors and parents will recommend to our Church women 
the vocations in the Church, we recognize our own responsibility. 

In its fulfillment we have prepared and distributed pictorial 
folders and catalogues. We joined with our sister graduate-training 
center of the East, Windham House, which has been recently united 
with The Church Training and Deaconess House of Philadelphia, in 
outfitting and manning a Booth at the General Convention in Boston. 

The three sets of slides, now in their second edition, have been 
in fairly constant use as program material for parish, convocation, 
and diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary meetings all across the continent. 
Members of the faculty, alumnae, and students have made addresses 
to groups in parishes and on college campuses. 

The annual Vocational Conference for college women in the 
Province was held last week-end at Saint Margaret’s House. 

Another channel of publicity is through the visits to Saint Mar- 
garet’s House. The number of individual visitors and the number of 
parish groups which have come to Saint Margaret’s House this past 
year has doubled. We are delighted at this increase of interest and we 
were delighted to welcome delegates to the Synod and to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary at our Open House on Tuesday, May 5. 


FACULTY 


For so many years the students at Saint Margaret’s House have 
done their major academic work at the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific that the people of the Province are not aware that there is a 
faculty for Saint Margaret’s House also. We are as yet small — two 
full-time teachers and four lecturers — but we have good, frequent, 
and serious meetings in our effort to improve our school. Two of the 
lecturers were added this year; their courses are Personal Counselling 
and Music. 


Al 


With our own additions of courses and with those added by the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific and available to our students, 
we now have a greatly enriched curriculum. The change is most 
noticeable at enrollment when students are faced with a variety of 
choices. It is difficult to limit the students to a normal load of aca- 
demic work. The two years of training is hence becoming shorter. 

I recommend to your attention the catalogue we have just pre- 
pared for the academic year 1953-54. Our faculty and courses, with 
the exception of the one in music, are here listed, along with those 
offered by the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, which we 
recommend in our training. Courses at the Pacific School of Religion 
are also available and a few are taken by our students. 


EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES 


Along with the regular courses and the supervised Field work, 
there have been occasions which have provided exceptional oppor- 
tunities for development. 


1. During the visit of the team from the National Council De- 
partment of Christian Education, the Rev. Mr. Williams, Miss Snyder, 
and Miss Villaret delivered lectures and led seminars for the students 
of the two schools in addition to the scheduled Parish Conferences. 


2. Through the Pastoral Conferences held in conjunction with the 
Earle Lectures, the students received some instruction and practice in 
the use of the Liturgical Dance. 

3. A team of Saint Margaret’s House students was given charge 
of the Audio-Visual Workshop at a regional interdenominational 
Christian Education institute. This full and long week-end provided 
excellent practice in using projective machinery as well as in de- 
veloping constructive relationships with leaders in other denomina- 
tions. 


EDUCATIONAL EQUIPMENT 


Library — The cataloguing of our library is now complete. The 
total number of volumes is 2500. That is a small number, but it con- 
tains only live and relevant material. Through our own budget and 
from gifts from the National Church Periodical Club we have added 
176 volumes this year. At the rate we have added, we have again 
filled our shelving space which we doubled in 1951. 

We now have a librarian for three days a week. This addition to 
the staff has been one of our most helpful advances. Periodicals and 
books as well as cataloguing, ordering, and mending are kept in 
order and hence made more usable. 

Through a gift from a graduate we have added a good new large 
dictionary and stand to our reference equipment. 


Workshop — The workshop in the Attic continues to be of great 
use to our students in their creative activities. We have about com- 
pleted preparing and filling the collection of flat pictures used in the . 
field work responsibilities. Around the room we have on display 
samples of dioramas, puppets, relief-maps, model-villages, etc., made 
by children or by students in classes at the Pacific School of Religion 
or Saint Margaret’s House. 


Audio-Visual Aids — It is now required of teachers in California 
that they know how to use various types of projectors. Our supply, 
including 3-speed record player, tape recorder, film-strip, and slide 
projector, and new Bell & Howell movie and sound projector, are in 
great use. Instruction and practice in use is required. We are slowly 
accumulating film strips and records for use in classes. This equip- 
ment is useful to us in our teaching and useful to the students in 
their field work. In this age when emphasis is being placed upon 
Audio-Visual aids, it is important that women workers know good 
projective machinery and the sources of good supplies for showing 
or listening as well as techniques for effective use. 
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THE CHAPEL 


It takes time to build even a small chapel and even with the 
money secured. As you know, it was voted at the Triennial of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary in Boston, September, 1952, to grant the amount 
of $35,000 to Saint Margaret’s House for the building of a chapel. 
To date we have arrived at the place where the architect’s plans are 
completed and accepted, where the contractor has been engaged, on 
the basis of acceptable bids. The location has been staked off and the 
first ground turned. It is our hope to have the completed chapel by 
the opening of school in September. 

_ The chapel will be functional in design, will fit with the other 
buildings, will have a seating capacity for 70, and will be made of 
pre-fabricated concrete bricks. We believe that its design will be 
beautiful. 

This chapel will not only enrich our worship. It will add im- 
mediate ways to our efficiency as a school by providing a sacristy 
equipped for teaching, and by providing another class-room for 20 in 
the basement. In addition, it will release space in the main building 
“a = more convenient and appropriate school office and for library 
stacks. 


THE PROPERTY 


There was a small fire in the dormitory in July, 1952. As a result 
we have purchased an institution-size incinerator. We have also 
learned the security afforded by adequate insurance through the 
Church Finance Company. 

The kitchen and serving-pantry of the main house have been 
brought up to date with new table, counters, and a dish-washing 
machine. We are glad that our purchase of the last-named equipment 
preceded the requirement of it which is about to be passed. 

The parking of cars connected with Saint Margaret’s House: 
staff cars, cars of commuting students, and cars of visitors, has been 
increasingly difficult since the close of the war in 1945. In preparation 
for the building of our chapel we have enlarged the driveway to 
the garage to provide for the parking of those cars which are neces- 
sarily involved in our business. There is still not room for many, 
but the situation has been improved. 


FINANCES 

We have again received in contributions from individuals and 
groups slightly more than the basic minimum of $6,000 which we 
need from this source to carry on. I have here a list of the amounts 
contributed by the various dioceses and districts which, with the 
contribution of $2,000 from the Province, and the salaries for Miss 
Hickson and myself from the National Council, have not only main- 
tained us but allowed us to develop as a school. 

Those of us who work, teach, and study at Saint Margaret’s 
House are grateful for this support. We believe in our school and feel 
that it has a great service to perform for God, through Church women 
and by way of their ministry through His Church. Ours is in a 
peculiar and strategic position; peculiar in its status as a degree- 
granting institution, and strategic in its relationship with the grow- 
ing and vital Theological Seminary — the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific —-; and in its location — at the Gateway to the Orient, 
in proximity to the town and country work, and in the area otf 
greatest growth in population and accordingly great growth in num- 
bers of communicants, parishes, and missions. We must seize our 
opportunity to become the institution which we should be. For that 
we shall need support also in matters of policy planning, administra- 
tive, and academic procedures. 

It is our wish that you, many of-you, shall come to know us and 
shall find channels through which to give us this added support.

REPORT OF THE PROMOTION, PUBLICITY, AND 
RADIO WORKSHOP 


The first matter we discussed was the basic question in the Public 
Relations field: What are we promoting? The answer here, whether 
it be in the Province, Diocese, District, or Parish, is, “We are pro- 
moting the whole work of the Church.” All aspects of the Church’s 
work — Christian Education, Social Relations, Women’s Activities, 
Laymen’s Work, College Work, Youth Work, etc. — must be consid- 
ered the material resources with which a Department of Promotion 
works. We agreed that in this sense the nature of our Department’s 
activities is missionary, for its purpose must always be to bring men 
and women into a clear relationship with the Living Lord through 
His Church. The appeal which a Department of Promotion makes 
should be constantly directed at two groups of people: those who 
are already in the Church, our internal public; and those who are 
not yet in the Church, but should be, our external public. 

We then turned our attention to an informal discussion of the 
methods with which this work of evangelism through organized 
promotion can be done. We considered it from three levels: Parish, 
Diocese or Missionary District, and Province. 


A. On the Parish Level: 
1. The internal public here is the congregation of the parish. 


2. Organizational work, and the stimulation of organizational 
interests by constant innovations, is a primary approach. 
For example, it was suggested that Church groups on the 
parish level seek out new ideas for social activities, which 
create and stimulate interest. This also makes it possible 
for such groups to get cooperation from publicity media in 
the community for their activities which would be harder 
to get if the same program is used year after year. 


3. In this growing area of the Church in the West, parishes 
which use their organizational activities to help integrate 
new members into the fuller life of the congregation find 
it easier to bring their displaced Episcopalians back into 
the Church. It was felt that more emphasis on this would 
make the organizations more actively missionary in scope. 


The external public on the parish level is the non-Episcopalian 
and the inactive or unknown Episcopalian in the community, 
who should be reached. 

1. First, we noted a great lack of proper identification of 
our churches by signs and posters. The use of the National 
Council Episcopal Church sign was recommended, espe- 
cially in smaller areas where large numbers of new people 
are settling. It was also pointed out that directional signs, 
especially in large cities, help immensely in bringing new 
people to the Church. 


2. It was felt that newspaper advertising was not being ex- 
ploited in the most effective way. The use of informational 
messages telling a factual story about the Episcopal 
Church was highly recommended; and in larger cities, 
where newspaper advertising space is more expensive, it 
was suggested that several parishes might pool their 
advertising funds for this purpose. 


3. Local radio stations are good contacts in reaching the 
external public at the parish level. Special material should 
be prepared for this, and some personal contact should 
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be made with program directors, news editors, and, in 
some instances, broadcasters. 


B. On the Diocesan Level: 


ie 


The internal public relations program is one of integrat- 
ing the individual congregations into a cohesive diocesan 
unit. 


. Primarily, this requires a medium through which infor- 


mation can flow between parishes and missions on the one 
hand, and from the diocesan administration and organi- 
zations into the parishes and missions on the other. This 
exchange of information is the vital key to the develop- 
ment of an effective diocesan program. Several types of 
media now being used in the Province were discussed. 
Among these the tabloid type newspaper which can be- 
come partly self-supporting through advertising revenue 
was considered highly effective. The groups agreed that 
regardless of the type of media used, some form of di- 
ocesan publication was necessary. 


. The publication by the Missionary District of Spokane of 


a Church directory listing hours of services in all churches 
for July and August was noted, and the idea passed on to 
other dioceses in the Province. 


. The preparation by local departments of publicity manuals 


to guide parish publicity chairmen was discussed and 
recommended. Such a manual has been prepared also by 
the Missionary District of Spokane. Copies of this manual 
and the Summer Church Directory may be obtained by 
those interested by writing:

The external public with which the diocese deals is the 
non-Episcopalian and un-churched groups. These groups are 
reached at the present time primarily through the media of news- 
papers and radio. The techniques of servicing these media on the 
diocesan level are the same as those suggested at the parish level. 
However, it was suggested that the objectives to be accomplished 
by the diocesan publicity program be carefully analyzed, so that 
the best use of these media will be made. Toward this end the 
following were recommended: 


I, 


2. 


3. 


Be selective, so that a consistent campaign of information 
and propaganda can be developed which will create defi- 
nite lasting impressions on the public favorable to the 
Church. For example, it is better to concentrate for a 
period on a particular phase of the Church’s work and 
make the public aware of what is going on in a special 
field, whether it be with college young people, hospital 
work, or evangelism, than to have numerous stories about 
many activities which just mention the name of the Epis- 
copal Church. Such a plan would serve to bring an impact 
upon the external public which would make them con- 
scious of the Church as a body of Christians who are really 
accomplishing things. 


Press and radio interviews with prominent visiting 
Churchmen is a valuable use of these media. 


Members of the Church who are active in community af- 
fairs should take advantage of opportunities to identify 
themselves as Episcopalians. 
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4. The placement of suitable stories with the national publi- 
cations can often be accomplished on the diocesan level by 
building up contacts with their local representatives. It 
was thought that many more such stories were available 
than are used, although many examples of this kind of 
story-planting were given. 


C. On the Provincial Level: 
Here our concentration is primarily internal. 


1. The matter of getting a fuller understanding of the place 
of the Synod and the Province in the life of the Church in 
tae West was discussed. Some suggestions made to do 

is were: 


a. Have Synod deputies report to their own parishes and 
neighboring churches. This could perhaps be arranged 
through the Bishop’s office. 


b. The Woman’s Auxiliary representatives seemed to those 
present to be doing a better job of this than the Synod 
delegates. 


c. It was suggested by the laity present that the clergy 
place more emphasis upon explaining the Synod and the 
Province in their confirmation classes. 


2. The need for some central clearing house of information 
between the dioceses and missionary districts of the 
Province was felt to be urgent. The primary value of this 
would be to make activities and experiences of one diocese 
more readily available to all than they are when we rely 
exclusively upon the National Church for this information. 


3. In conclusion, we found that there are Departments of 
Promotion and Publicity in all dioceses and missionary 
districts of the Province except four. We hope that a 
greater sense of unity and cooperation will develop in 
the years to come.

WORKSHOP ON CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RELATIONS 


At this, the first workshop on Christian Social Relations in the 
Eighth Province, there were 37 persons present — 5 from the pro- 
vincial department and the Rev. Paul Musselman from the National 
Department with the responsibility of leaders. 


Procedure involved: 


I The introduction by the chairman, Miss Grammer, of the Rev. 
Mr. Musselman, who in a short talk oriented the group in the scope 
of the concerns covered by the concept, Christian Social Relations. 
These concerns include all human relationships. For convenience they 
are divided by the National Council Department into four fields: 
Health and Welfare; Social Education and Community Action; Urban- 
Industrial Church Work; and World Relief and Immigration. 


II A problem census taken through buzz-groups concentrating on 
the concerns felt to be important in the Eighth Province. 
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Ill After the concerns had been grouped in one or more of the 
four fields the group broke up into four work teams, each team 
concentrating on one of the four fields. 


The considerations of these four teams follows: 


HEALTH AND WELFARE — led by the Rev. Canon Kenneth Nelson. 

The major concern of this work team was focused on the teen-age 
boy and girl with particular emphasis upon dope-addiction. The con- 
nection of this vice with alcoholism, stealing, and other forms of 
delinquency was pointed out. The work of the Church in “luring” 
children from this involves: 


1. Education of the youth themselves. They are concerned, they 
need to know the dangers, there are good materials available in the 
form of reading matter (the Methodists have prepared their own 
for distribution), and films from our National Council, school depart- 
ments, and general libraries. This education can best be done through 
the youth groups in their own planned programs. 


2. The establishment of a feeling of belonging, of importance to 
the Church. This involves real acceptance by the clergy and the 
parish, implemented by such things as junior vestries, representation 
at parish meetings, youth centers. And this brings the youth into the 
realization that this is God’s world; it is His will which should guide, 
and finally that fellowship with Him as .the goal. 


But when the problem of dope-addiction does arise, then 


1. There are community resources trained in helping — Mental 
Hygiene Clinics or Societies, for example. 


2. There is counselling for the youth and for their parents. This 
must be non-judgmental, done in kindness, and on the basis of 
rapport. 


SOCIAL EDUCATION AND COMMUNITY ACTION — led by Mrs. 
Harold Sorg and the Rev. Canon Richard Lief. 


This work team concentrated on the problem of resistance, which 
is due in part to apathy and in part to active prejudice. The parish 
level is the basic level upon which to locate and deal with this prob- 
lem, and the problem is basic in the field of Social Education, and 
Community Action. A true Christian has a social responsibility in this 
area. 

By parish is meant the whole parish — first the rector, key man 
for parish organizations, for Church School and therefore the teach- 
ing of children, and in the pulpit — second the people in the parish 
(or committees, in study groups, vestrymen, and officers) who sup- 
port the rector. 

Before active opposition to issues can be made, the opposers must 
be informed. “We not only have to be suspicious of questionable or- 
ganizations but of the respectability of respectable ones.” Issues 
should be looked at in the light of Christian principles. 


Channels for social education and Community Action include: 
Adult classes open to the community. 
Small group discussions where people may talk out their 
_ doubts, 
Films, book-reviews, and speeches followed by discussion. 
Regional meetings for the clergy in which Christian doctrine 
is emphasized. 


The following suggestions were made: 
Start with specific problems. 
Begin with the immediate community. 
Approach from a selfish standpoint if necessary. 
Send communications direct to parish chairman of C.S.R. 
rather than to parish president of Woman’s Auxiliary. 
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URBAN-INDUSTRIAL CHURCH WORK — led by the Rev. Paul 
Musselman. 


This work team felt that its first concern was to give practical 
expression to the interest of Christian Social Relations and to evolve 
programs which would channel the concerns of our Church people, 
especially in the matters which concerned the most critical relation- 
ships, in our essentially urban, industrially-orientated, civilization. 


The first of these was the matter of cleavages on the basis of 
race or class. The Church needs to be constantly reminded: 


1. That the only classless society is that of the penitent Christian 
at the altar rail. If Christians will act out in thought, word, 
and deed their penitence they will win to Christ and make 
common cause with people who are not usually found in 
great numbers in our Church. 


2. That “sorry” is a magic little word when applied to these 
cleavages and that people cannot be forced or bludgeoned 
into liking people they do not like. A small number of people 
relaly determined to admit the mistakes of their own race 
and class can have a profound influence redemptively on entire 
communities. 


To help America give her heart to the world and to help the 
average kind-hearted American Christian to give redemptively and 
strategically is a priority in the work of Christian Social Relations. 
It may be good strategy either to have a special committee to 
evaluate appeals or to get the diocesan committee or department to 
make such evaluation. 

The desperate need for the Church to win the workers of the 
world must be led by the department. The workers united in unions 
are increasingly powerful and the task of Christian Social Relations 
to redeem the emerging labor movement from the same mistakes 
that have beset so many movements can only be accomplished through 
the “grace which is sufficient for us”. There is need for directors of 
C.S.R. to help accelerate the pastoral work, and to help the labor 
people to bring to the service of Christ and His Church their skills 
of organization. 


WORLD RELIEF AND IMMIGRATION—led by the Rev. Elvin Smith. 


Beginning with the Church’s positive attitude toward the United 
Nations program, this work-team explored the problem of the 
Church’s role in world relief. Among the responsibilities and duties 
of the chairmen of the diocesan Departments of C.S.R. is that of get- 
ting to the kind heart of America. 


The following suggestions as to channels for participating in 
this area were made: 


The placing of a barrel for clothes and food in halls of parish 
houses with provision for packing and shipping teams. 

Cooperation with other Churches through such organizations as 
the American Friends Service Committee. 

Enlisting children in the collection of food at Hallow’een or a 
trick-or-Meals-for-Millions project. 

Personal ties with Korean relief through letters from men in 
armed forces to parishes. 

Diocese-wide projects such as the Olympia Mission for Honshu 
orphanages. 

Cooperation in displaced persons program. 

Being alert on the subject of immigration legislation. 

Developing more exchange programs. 


The concern to develop a world view without sacrificing a deep- 
ening personal interest in specific problems or geographic areas was 
noted.

It was also noted that there are various approaches to the world 
problem already existent in parishes and dioceses such as the work 
of the Supply Department as well as the C.S.R. department of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary and the C.S.R. department of the diocese. These 
need coordination. 


Important functions of a Provincial Department of C.S.R. 
emerged in this work-shop not from discussions of that problem but 
from what was happening. 


1. An exchange of ideas as to concerns, plans, and aids was being 
made by peoples more widely separated geographically than 
is possible through a diocese. 


2. A clarification of the functions of persons charged with the 
development of C.S.R. was being made. 


3. Opportunity to work with a National officer was provided. 
The Provincial Department hence proposes that for the present 
its job is educational and that provision in time and oppor- 
gaally to carry out this function should be included in the 

ynod.

REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL CHAIRMAN OF THE 
PRESIDING BISHOP’S COMMITTEE ON 
LAYMEN’S WORK 


During the past year, your Provincial Chairman of Laymen’s 
Work has participated in a large number of meetings in the various 
dioceses and missionary districts of the Eighth Province. In addition, 
he participated in the annual meeting of the Presiding Bishop’s Com- 
mittee on Laymen’s Work which is held each January at Greenwich, 
Connecticut. ; 

_ Each diocese and missionary district in the Province is now par- 
ticipating in the laymen’s program, and, with the exception of one 
ety district, there are active chairmen in charge of the work 
in each. 

_ Laymen’s work within the Eighth Province has progressed to a 
point that it is desirable to have a Diocesan Chairmen’s Conference 
each year at the time of Synod. Such a conference was held in San 
Francisco and was attended by twelve representatives. Each of these 
men presented a report of laymen’s activities within his respective 
area, and it is obvious that we are well organized and partciipating 
in many different types of activities. 

Guest speakers on the program at this year’s Conference were 
the Very Rev. Clarence Haden, dean of Grace and Holy Trinity 
Cathedral in Kansas City, and former director of the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work; Mr. Robert Jordan, director 
of Promotion for the National Council; The Rev. Dr. Hunter, director 
of Christian Education for the National Council; the Rev. Sherman 
Johnson, dean, Church Divinity School of the Pacific; and John C. F. 
Merrifield, vice-chairman, United Churchmen, National Council of 
Churches. Each of our guests furnished considerable information with 
reference to his particular Church functions, and those in attendance 
gained a great deal of information which will prove helpful in carry- 
ing on their work during the next year. 


Considerable time was spent discussing the following items: 


(1) Stewardship — my time, my talents, my treasures and the 
sharing of them for the growth and development of our Church. 
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_(2) Advent Corporate Communion. This was one of the first 
nation-wide functions of the Laymen’s Committee. It has been ex- 
tended to all areas in which the Church is active and its growth has 
been tremendous. In many dioceses and districts a second Corporate 
Communion is celebrated on Washington’s Birthday. 


(3) Church Divinity School of the Pacific — the “Builders” pro- 
gram under the chairmanship of Henry Kaiser, Jr. There has been 
consistent growth in the number of individuals who have become 

Builders” during the past year. However, Mr. Kaiser expressed 
some concern over the failure of some of our chairmen to develop 
the program in their dioceses and missionary districts. A “Builder” is 
one who contributes $10 per year for a period of three years, and an 
objective of $25,000 has been set the past year. Approximately one- 
third of the objective was reached, due to a few individuals doing a 
good job. In view of the growth at C.D.S.P., it is essential that every 
diocesan chairman assume a proportionate share of the responsibility 
for bringing in more “Builders.” 


(4) Laymen’s Training Program. On May 9 and 10 there was held 
at the Bishop’s ranch, Healdsburg, California, the 5th annual Lay- 
men’s Training Program. Twenty-four key-men were selected by 
their bishops and it is interesting to note that most of these men 
were attending for the first time. It is not only desirable but essential 
for continuing the laymen’s program to recruit new men to become 
instructors in their several dioceses and missionary districts. 

_ It is wonderful to be able to comment that every bishop in the 
Eighth Province has been completely cooperative and evidenced ap- 
preciation for the work which is being done by the laymen within 
their jurisdictions. Throughout, all of the clergy have cooperated, 
and it appears that the coming year will bring even greater fruits 
of our labor.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Our program and thinking for this triennium are naturally in- 
fluenced by the many splendid addresses and resolutions coming out 
of General Convention and the Triennial meeting of the women — 
one of which was to “pray as individuals and corporately.” | 

We are happy that Christian Social Relations are to receive spe- 
cial attention at this meeting — putting into practice Christ’s teach- 
ings. As Christian women, this is our business. The Rt. Rev. Angus 
Dun, Bishop of Washington, has said, “The Church cannot withdraw 
into a corner to deal with a private specialty called religion and 
leave vast areas of human life outside its concern.” 
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May I urge a careful study of the statement on Christian Citizen- 
ship and Social Responsibility? The resolutions passed by the Bishops 
and Deputies at our Triennial meeting could well serve as a basis for 
a year of study and discussion in our Guilds, followed by a definite 
stand and action — the bringing about of God’s Kingdom here on 
earth. 


In The Worship of the Church, Dr. Massey Shepherd defines the 
Kingdom so beautifully and simply as “‘a sovereign rule of God in the 
lives of men, issuing in their lowly service one to another.” 


And the third and last emphasis is to stress “the importance of 
the ministry to the laity, including each one of us. 


The Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work is pro- 
posing that a definite and specific program of evangelism be under- 
taken during this triennium — cannot we members of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary do the same? 


In Confirmation, we are commissioned and empowered to func- 
tion as luy-ministers. All members of the Church are involved in the 
priestly vocation, (for in the New Testament all Christians are de- 
scribed as a royal priesthood, a holy nation, a peculiar people). Each 
Christian thus shares in Christ’s eternal priesthood. May the Woman’s 
Auxiliary show the whole Church that we are all a royal priesthood, 
a holy nation, a peculiar people, and all meant to preach the won- 
drous work of Him Who has called us out of darkness into His 
marvellous light. Bishop Emrich left with the women of Triennial a 
deep sense of this priesthood of the laity — that it is the duty of 
every Christian to win others to the Church. This commission of our 
Lord is so beautifully expressed in an old folk tale in parable form — 


“When our Lord returned to heaven after His ascension,” so runs 
the tale, “the Archangel, Gabriel, met Him and asked Him, ‘Did you 
finish your work on earth, Lord?’ And the Lord replied, ‘No, I did 


not finish it — I left it in the hands of eleven men.’ Then Gabriel 
said, ‘Suppose they fail you. What other plans have you made?’ And 
our Lord replied, ‘I have no other plan — I am depending on them.’

THIRTY-FIFTH SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE 
OF THE PACIFIC 


TUESDAY, MAY 4TH 


This being the day and place set by the Provincial Council for the 
35th Synod of the Province of the Pacific, the Bishops and Deputies 
(Clerical and Lay), convened in St. Paul’s Church, Bellingham, in the 
Diocese of Olympia, at 2:40 P.M. The session was called to order by 
the President of the Province, the Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, D.D., S.T.D. 
Mr. John Vassie (Oregon) read a Lesson from Holy Scripture and the 
Rev. B. Jean Clark (Oregon) led the Synod in prayer. 

The Official Roll was called by the Secretary. Eight Bishops, and 
Deputies from nine of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts of the 
Province, were recorded as present. There being a constitutional 
quorum, the President declared the 35th Synod open for business at 
300°) i: 

The President announced the personnel of the several Committees 
of Synod, as follows: 

NoMINATIONS: The Bishop of Oregon, chairman; the Bishop of 
Olympia, the Rev. John T. Ledger (Nevada), the Rev. Carl N. Tam- 
blyn (California), Mr. Stanley Williams (Los Angeles), and Mr. John 
C. F. Merrifield (Oregon). 

DESPATCH OF BUSINESS: The Suffragan Bishop of California, chair- 
man; the Rev. George R. V. Bolster (Oregon), and Mr. Howard 
Whitbeck (Spokane). 

Re.Licious Services: The Missionary Bishop of Arizona, chairman; 
the Very Rev. Marcus B. Hitchcock (Idaho), and Mr. Arthur G. Neitz 
(Olympia). 

Canons: The Suffragan Bishop of California, chairman; the Sec- 
retary, and Mr. Albert C. Agnew (California). 

NecroLtocy: The Missionary Bishop of Nevada, chairman; the Rev. 
Paul Langpaap (San Joaquin), and Mr. Frank B. Wilson (Idaho).

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The Secretary announced the appointment of assistant Secretaries: 
the Rev. J. Ogden Hoffman (Los Angeles) and the Rev. B. Jean Clark 
(Oregon). 


The President called for the report of the Provincial Council, which 
was presented by the Secretary, by title, and distributed in mimeo- 
graphed form to the Bishops and Deputies. (Appendix A) It was 
moved, seconded, and carried, that the report be received. 


The report of the Treasurer was called for. Mr. Vassie presented 
the report by title and distributed copies (Appendix B). The Presi- 
dent commented on the fact that for the second consecutive year the 
assessments of all Dioceses and Missionary Districts had been paid in 
full. Mr. Vassie called attention to the fact that, by reason of lapsed 
balances in several accounts, a balance of $583.36 remained at the 
close of the Synodical year. He also commented favorably upon the 
practice of paying assessments in regular quarterly installments. It 
was moved, seconded, and carried, that the report be received. 


The President called for petitions, memorials, and/or resolutions, 
to be presented by title. None being presented, the President pro- 
ceeded to call for the reports of Departments and Standing Com- 
mittees. 


The report of the Department of Christian Education was pre- 
sented by title, and distributed, by the Secretary, in the absence of 
the chairman, the Rev. Edward A. Wicher, Jr. (California). The sev- 
eral resolutions appended to the report (Appendix C) were referred 
to the appropriate committees: Resolutions 1, 4, and 6, to the De- 
partment of Finance; Resolutions 2, 3, and 5, to the committee on 
Resolutions. The report was received. 


The report of the Department of Missions was presented by the 
chairman, the Rev. John T. Ledger (Nevada), and distributed. The 
report was received. (Appendix D) 


The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles presented the report of the 
Department of College Work and distributed copies. (Appendix E) 
Bishop Campbell called attention to the announcement of a change in 
policy on the part of the National Council’s Division of College Work, 
as presented by its Executive Secretary, of direct liaison between 
the Division and the several Dioceses and Missionary Districts, rather 
than through the Provincial Commission. The Department approved 
the change of policy and strongly recommended the formation or 
activation of responsible diocesan organizations in the several juris- 
dictions to administer the program. Bishop Campbell also called at- 
tention to an overdraft in the Department’s budget for the past year, 
and to the compensatory increase in the budget for 1954-55. 


The Rev. L. Franklin Evenson (Oregon), the Provincial Youth 
Advisor, reported orally for the Department of Youth. He announced 
that the Province was represented at the National Youth Commission 
meeting at Seabury House in September, 1953. He also called atten- 
tion to the Provincial Youth Convention to be held at Gearhart, 
Oregon, from July 9th to 15th. The Convention is partially subsidized 
from the Department budget. (Appendix F) 


At the request of the President, the Secretary read a supplemental 
roll-call, and also a telegram of greeting from the Archbishop of 
British Columbia (Appendix G). 

The Missionary Bishop of Arizona, for the Standing Committee on 
Evangelism, announced that a formal report was in process of prepa- 
ration, and asked permission to present the report by title, for later 
distribution. The request was granted and the report proleptically 
received (Appendix H). 

The Secretary read a letter from Col. B. C. Allin (California) , 
chairman of the Standing Committee on Seaman’s Work, who, asked, 
in view of changed conditions, that the Committee be discharged. He 
reported also the favorable action of the Provincial Council on Col. 
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Allin’s request. It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the com- 
mittee be discharged. 


_The President described briefly the origin of the Standing Com- 
mittee on Work in Congested Areas, and the yeoman work the Bishop 
of California, as chairman, had done in securing from the National 
Council, from the impounded China Schedule, a Loan Fund in the 
amount of $1,500,000. The fund was made available in 10-year interest- 
free loans to Dioceses and Districts with areas of mushrooming popu- 
lation. He asked that the Committee be discharged as having com- 
pleted its task. It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the Com- 
mittee be discharged, with special thanks to Bishop Block. 


The Rev. Edward McNair (Los Angeles) reported orally for the 
Department of Promotion, Publicity, and Radio. He announced that a 
film-strip descriptive of the work of the Province was in production, 
and asked the patience and co-operation of the Synod as pictures 
were shot of its sessions and activities. When produced, said the Rev. 
Mr. McNair, the film-strip should be looked upon as the report of 
the Department. 


At this juncture, the President announced the appointment of the 
Very Rev. David de L. Scovil (Los Angeles) as Judge of Election, 
and of the following tellers: the Rev. Messrs. Willis Rosenthal (Olym- 
pia) and Carleton Sweetser (San Joaquin); and Messrs. Randall Ross 
(Nevada) and George De Graff (Oregon). 


The President called on Mr. William A. Siegmund, Provincial 
Chairman for Laymen’s Work, to introduce the scheduled speaker 
of the afternoon. Mr. Siegmund thereupon introduced the Rev. Dr. 
Howard V. Harper, Executive Secretary of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymen’s Work, who addressed Synod on the subject, 
“Stewardship: How to Present it to the People of the Parish.” Follow- 
ing his address, Dr. Harper answered questions from the floor. 

The President recessed Synod at 4:20 P.M. to reconvene at 2:00 
P.M. on Wednesday, May 5th. 


First Joint Session 


The Bishops and Deputies, with the Delegates to the 32nd Annual 
Meeting of the Provincial Women’s Auxiliary, convened in Joint 
Session at 4:45 P.M. 

The President of the Province announced that the purpose of the 
session was to receive the reports of Miss Katherine A. Grammer, 
M. A., dean of St. Margaret’s House, and the Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, 
Ph.D., dean of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 

The report of St. Margaret’s House was called for and read by 
Miss Grammer (Appendix I). 

Dean Johnson summaried his report (Appendix J) and went on to 
comment informally on matters of interest to the Province concerning 
the School: 

(1) The Theological Education Sunday Offering for 1954 is nearing 
the $30,000 mark. 

(2) The “Builders” program is developing steadily through the 
efforts of the Rev. Allison E. Baer. 

(3)The student body numbers 98, largely from the Province, but 
one-third from outside the Province. 

(4) The new tutorial system, and the “Bishops-in-Residence” pro- 
gram, were described. In connection with the latter, the Dean an- 
nounced that Bishops Bayne, Lewis, and Watson, had each spent a 
week at the School during the academic year. 

(5) The appointment of the Rev. Massey H. Shepherd, formerly 
of the Episcopal Theological Seminary at Cambridge, Mass., was an- 
nounced. Dr. Shepherd, an outstanding scholar in the field of Litur- 
gics, author of the Oxford American Commentary on the Book of 
Common Prayer and The Worship of the Church, will teach Early 
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Church History and Liturgics, beginning with the Fall term of 1954. 
The faculty now numbers seven full-time instructors. 

(6) The Abracadabra fraternity house, adjoining the Chapel, has 
been purchased, and will be ready for occupancy in the Fall. This 
building will provide adequate housing and will release needed class- 
room space in other buildings. 

(7) The Divinity School has been promised $205,000 from the 
“Builders for Christ” program of the National Church for new library 
construction. 


The Joint Session adjourned at 5:35 P.M. 
Opening Service 


A Service of Evening Prayer was held at 8:00 P.M. in St. Paul’s 
Church, with the Bishops and Deputies of the 35th Synod, the Dele- 
gates to the 32nd Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary, and 
many visitors, in attendance. The Missionary Bishop of Nevada was 
the Officiant, assisted by the Missionary Bishop of Spokane, the Chair- 
man of the House of Deputies, and the Secretary of the Synod. The 
Missionary Bishop of Utah was the Synod Preacher. 


WEDNESDAY, MAY 5TH 


A Corporate Communion for the Synod and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
was held at 7:30 A.M. in St. Paul’s Church. The President of the 
Province was the Celebrant, assisted by the Suffragan Bishop of Los 
Angeles and the Bishops of Olympia and Oregon. 


Second Joint Session 


The Second Joint Session of the Synod and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
convened at 9:25 A.M. The Lesson from Holy Scripture was read by 
Mr. Arthur G. Neitz (Olympia) and prayers were read by the Very 
Rev. Marcus B. Hitchcock (Idaho). 

The Missionary Bishop of Arizona distributed copies of the report 
of the Standing Committee on Evangelism. 

The Secretary announced the details of the several Workshops to 
be held immediately following the recess of the joint Session, as 
follows: 

(1) Evangelism and Worship: the Very Rev. Richard W. Rowland. 

(2) Christian Education: the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert. 

(3) Christian Citizenship: the Very Rev. John C. Leffler.

The President declared the polls open and a recess of ten minutes 
was had for the casting of ballots. The polls were closed at 2:25 P.M. 


Bishop Bayne was introduced at 2:30 P.M. for an address on the 
two world-wide Christian meetings to be held in the Mid-West in 
August: the Anglican Congress in Minneapolis, August 4-13; and the 
Second Assembly of the World Council of Churches in Evanston, 
August 14-28. 


Bishop Bayne described the differences between the Anglican 
Congress and the decennial Lambeth Congress, emphasizing chiefly 
that the former included presbyters and laymen, as well as Bishops, 
that it met for a briefer time, and that it will not issue a pastoral 
letter. After outlining the program, he expressed two hopes for the 
Congress: (1) that it would not be merely Narcissistic, but that it 
would examine Anglicanism in the light of the contemporary world 
situation, with particular attention to the nature of the vocation of 
Anglicanism; and (2) that ways will be worked out to transmit the 
experiences of Minneapolis to the congregations of the Dioceses and 
Districts. 


Bishop Bayne went on to describe the quite different set-up of 
the Assembly of the World Council, pointing out that the work of 
the several sub-committees will be of the greatest importance, that 
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there will be little or no attempt to reach consensus, and that there 
will be less relationship between the work of the sub-groups and the 
theme of the Assembly — “Christ the Hope of the World.” He listed 
some of the public meetings planned, especially the great mass- 
meeting to be held in Soldier’s Field, Chicago, which is expected to 
draw 100,000 worshipers. In conclusion, he drew attention to three 
difficulties facing the Evanston meeting: (1) there is less enthusiasm 
than there was at the constituting assembly at Amsterdam in 1948 
with its high hopes for ecumenicity — this is, after all, the second 
assembly, and more routine in character; (2) a large part of Ortho- 
doxy, particularly the Russian Church, will be absent, which will tend 
to make the meeting seem, and perhaps be, pan-Protestant; (3) the 
absence of representatives of many countries behind the “Iron Cur- 
tain” may make for a purely Western meeting. 


The Bishop’s address was concluded at 3:00 p.m. and a question 
period followed.

The Secretary was directed to send fraternal greetings from the 
35th Synod to all retired and absent Bishops and to the Rev. Alfred 
Lockwood, secretary of this body for twenty-five years. 

The Missionary Bishop of Utah, Provincial Representative on the 
National Council, was introduced to report on the work of the Council. 
His report was presented in four parts: 
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(1) The Budget of the Church Fraction of

(2) “Builders for Christ.” From indications coming in from every 
part of the country the Council is optimistic about raising the total 
amount sought — $4,150,000 — and perhaps exceeding it. Most mem- 
bers of Council have taken on extra duties in promoting the campaign. 


(3) The China Fund. To date, $1,570,000 has been loaned to Dio- 
ceses and Districts, and $1,267,000 has actually been expended. From 
reports received, the loans have stimulated work amounting to 
$6,539,000 — which means $5.17 of work for every dollar loaned. 
Repayments of loans are being received on schedule in every instance, 
and the money is being re-loaned for shorter periods as it comes in. 
The experience of the Church in the use of the China Fund is leading 
the Council to consider the establishment of a “line of Credit’? against 
which parishes and missions can borrow for purposes of expansion. 


(4) General items: 


(a) Reports of official visitors of the National Council to vari- 
ous parts of the mission field indicate that the Church has 
never been more alive than at the present time, and that 
it is producing a high quality and quantity of leadership. 

(b) In respect of the Department of Christian Education, it 
was announced that the publication schedule for the study 
courses of the “New Curriculum” is right on time — the 
first courses will be ready in the Spring of 1955, for use 
that Fall. A problem has arisen in that nothing has been 
budgeted for publication costs. The National Council is 
seeking outside funds — estimated at $150,000 per course, 
or approximately $450,000 per year for the next four years. 
This is, of course, an initial cost only. After publication is 
under way, much of the amount is recovered in sales. 


(c) A new program of Youth Work is on the point of being 
launched. For three years the program of the Youth Divi- 
sion has been undergoing a re-thinking in terms of the 
findings in Christian Education as a whole, and experi- 
mentation has been going on in selected areas (notably 
South Carolina), as a result of which there is projected an 
entirely new departure in Youth Work, which will include 
recommended programs for both small and large groups. 
The same process is being carried out in the field of 
College Work. 

Certain general trends in the work of the National Coun- 
cil are discernible: an increase in direct field work, and a 
growing conviction of the reliability and necessity of 
thorough testing of programs in “pilot” situations before 
their release to the Church. 


In answer to a question from the floor, Bishop Watson announced 
that Volume 5 of THE CHURCH’S TEACHING SERIES, dealing with 
the work of the Church, will be published in the Fall of 1954. This 
question led to a brief comment on Seabury Press, which, said Bishop 
Watson, has been “a headache to the National Council.” It was started 
with very little capital, and has required several subsequent subsidies. 
The finances of the Press are still shaky, but it showed its first profit 
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in March of this year. It is confidently expected that operations will be 
in the black from this Fall, on, and that the publications of curriculum 
materials will produce sufficient income to enable the Press to begin 
repayment of its borrowings. The Press was declared to be ultimately 
sound. 


At the conclusion of Bishop Watson’s report, Mr. John C. F. 
Merrifield (Oregon) was recognized. Mr. Merrifield asked for and 
received permission for the Rev. Dr. Howard V. Harper to address 
Synod again, this time on the role of laymen in the Church. Dr. Harper 
announced that the National Executive Committee of the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work had adopted this year a four- 
fold statement of objectives: (1) to deepen the spiritual life of men 
through worship, study, and prayer; (2) to extend the impact of 
Christianity through personal evangelism and the starting of new 
churches; (3) to provide the proper financial support for the program 
which the Church should have; and (4) to enlist special skills and 
talents in Christ’s service. 


The laymen’s program, said Dr. Harper, cannot and should not be 
carried on in isolation from other programs of the Church. There must 
be close liaison with the Bishop on the diocesan, and with the parish 
priest on the parish, level. The National Committee recommends a 
diocesan policy committee which, with the Bishop, can determine 
weaknesses of emphasis and areas of need, and formulate a realistic 
diocesan program. The National Committee offers merely an ex- 
change-of-ideas service, not a detailed program for the individual 
Dioceses or Districts. 


In answer to a question from the Suffragan Bishop of California, 
Dr. Harper described the chain-of-relationship pattern for laymen’s 
work: National Committee and/or Executive Secretary, to Provincial 
Chairman, to Diocesan Chairman, to Parish Keyman. 


A ten-minute recess was allowed at 3:50 P.M. 
Third Joint Session 


With the arrival of the Delegates to the Annual Meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, a Joint Session was convened by the President of 
the Province at 4:05 P.M. This session was scheduled to be devoted 
to a full-length discussion of the program and future of St. Margaret’s 
House, with special attention to the so-called “Program Two,” to be 
inaugurated this Fall, and to the support of the institution. ‘Program 
Two” designates the program of educating carefully-selected, mature, 
non-graduates for service in the Church. 


A panel consisting of Dean Katherine A. Grammer, the chairman 
of the committee of the Board of Trustees on Policy and Support (the 
Missionary Bishop of San Joaquin), the chairman of the special 
Provincial Committee on St. Margaret’s House (the Missionary Bishop 
of Nevada), and the Secretary of the Province, discussed the problems 
at length and answered questions from the floor. 


Annual Synod Dinner 


The annual Synod Dinner was held in the ballroom of the Hotel 
Leopold, the official Synod hotel, on Wednesday evening. The Presi- 
dent of the Province acted as toastmaster, and the Missionary Bishop 
of Spokane, the Rt. Rev. Russell Sturgis Hubbard, D.D., was the 
principal speaker. Bishop Hubbard, the newest Bishop in the Province, 
agreed to speak in place of the Rev. M. Moran Weston, Executive 
Secretary of the Christian Citizenship Division of the National Coun- 
cil’s Department of Christian Social Relations. The Rev. Mr. Weston’s 
visit to the Synod had been canceled at the last minute, due to serious 
illness in his family. 


THURSDAY, MAY 6TH 


_ A second Corporate Communion Eucharist was celebrated for the 
Bishops and Deputies and the Woman’s Auxiliary Delegates on Thurs- 
day morning at 7:30 A. M. The President of the Province was again the 
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celebrant, assisted by the Missionary Bishops of Spokane, San J oaquin, 
and Utah. 
Third Business Session 


An unscheduled business session of the Synod, necessitated by the 
fact that the Synod’s program did not coincide with that of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, making the scheduled Joint Session impracticable, 
was convened by the President at 9:30 A.M. The Lesson from 
Holy Scripture was read by Dr. H. W. Marrs (Utah) and the Rev. 
Willis Rosenthal (Olympia) led the Synod in prayer. 


_ The Missionary Bishop of Arizona was recognized and issued an 
invitation to the Synod to hold its 36th Session in Phoenix in 1955. 
No action was taken at the time, as the President called for a report 
from the Committee on the Despatch of Business. The report, calling 
for the consideration of all unfinished business, was offered by the 
Rev. George R. V. Bolster (Oregon) in the absence of the Chairman, 
the Bishop of Oregon. The report was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Canons being called for, the Sec- 
retary reported orally the Ordinances of the Province were being 
studied and compared with those of other Provinces. A fuller report 
was promised to the Stated Meeting and to the 36th Synod. 

The Very Rev. Richard W. Rowland (Utah) was recogznied. He 
offered a resolution concerning a memorial to General Convention on 
the disposition and administration of children’s offerings, looking 
toward their separation from the General Budget of the Church. The 
President referred the matter to the Committee on Resolutions. 

The President called for consideration of the site for the 36th 
Synod. It was moved and seconded that the invitation of the Mis- 
sionary District of Arizona be accepted. The motion was carried by a 
rising vote. 

The President called for the report of the Committee on Resolutions 
which was presented by the Missionary Bishop of San Joaquin. He 
first offered a resolution of thanks, as follows: 


WHEREAS the Thirty-fifth Annual Synod was made very enjoy- 
able by the many courtesies shown those in attendance, an 


WHEREAS the success was in large part due to the arrangements 
for Synod, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That we express our 
appreciation and thanks to the Rt. Rev. Frank A. Rhea, D.D., S.T.D., 
President of Synod; to Mrs. Claude R. Davis, President of the Pro- 
vincial Woman’s Auxiliary; to the Rt. Rev. Stephen Fielding Bayne, 
Jr., S.T.D., D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Olympia; to the Diocese of Olympia 
and its committees on arrangements; and to the Rev. W. Robert Webb 
and to St. Paul’s Church, Bellingham, for the use of their parish fa- 
cilities and for their many kindnesses; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That we express our gratitude to 
the City of Bellingham, to the press for its adequate coverage of the 
activities of Synod, to the Broadway Presbyterian Church for the use 
of its facilities, and to all other organizations and individuals who 
have contrbuted to the effectiveness of this 35th Synod. 


Bishop Walters then presented three resolutions arising out of the 
report of the Department of Christian Education, which were con- 
sidered and acted upon seriatim: 


1. BE IT RESOLVED: That the 35th Synod endorses a_province- 
wide program of continuing clergy training, requesting the Bishops of 
the Province to permit a portion of time, not less than one full day, in 
their annual clergy conferences in the coming Synodical year, for a 
presentation of the New Curriculum by men who have been trained 
at the Seabury-Western or Salt Lake City Laboratory Schools. 


29. BE IT RESOLVED: That the several jurisdictions be asked to 
take advantage of the Salt Lake City Laboratory on the Church and 
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Group Life (August 15-27), by sending not less than three clergy, and 
by subsidizing their attendance to the extent possible. 


3. BEIT RESOLVED: That the Synod endorses the idea of having 
regional conferences for leaders in Christian Education, recommend- 
ing attendance at the one already set up in the Diocese of California 
(July 18-24), and encouraging the establishment of others in the 
North and South. 


A resolution, embodying the ideas put forth by Dean Rowland, in 
respect of memorializing General Convention that children’s offerings 
be segregated from other funds, was offered. The Missionary Bishop 
of Nevada objected that the wording was not clear, especially as 
referring to the United Thank Offering. The Bishop of Olympia sug- 
gested that all reference to the manner of administering other funds 
be eliminated and moved that the Resolution be referred back to the 
Committee for re-drafting. The motion carried, and the resolution 
was so referred. 


After a hasty consultation among members of the Committee on 
Resolutions, an amended version of the Resolution was presented and 
moved. Receiving a second, the matter was put to a vote and carried. 
At once, however, the Bishop of Olympia, as one who had voted in 
the affirmative, moved a reconsideration of the action just taken. His 
motion, seconded, carried. He thereupon moved that the Resolution 
be referred to a committee, to the end that its language might be 
cleared of all obscurities. Seconded, the motion carried, and the matter 
was referred by the Chair to a special committee. 


The Missionary Bishop of Nevada convener of a committee ap- 
pointed by the President of the Province to advise the Board of 
Trustees of St. Margaret’s House, presented three resolutions, which 
were adopted singly: 


1. BE IT RESOLVED: That the Synod urge the entire Province 
to place before its young women, at once and repeatedly, the various 
vocations for women in the Church. 


2. BEIT RESOLVED: That this Synod calls to the attention of the 
Bishops and other clergy, and to Vestries and other lay groups, the 
importance of St. Margaret’s House, and its place in the training of 
ete for the Church’s work; and urges their endorsement and 
support. 


3. BE IT RESOLVED: That this Synod approves the efforts of the 
Trustees of St. Margaret’s House to increase the gifts of Woman’s 
Auxiliary groups to St. Margaret’s House, and to raise an additional 
$5,000 per annum from special gifts to increase the teaching oppor- 
tunities of the school. (Appendix M) 


It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the Secretary and Presi- 
dent of the Province be authorized to certify the Minutes of Synod. 


The Very Rev. Richard W. Rowland was recognized to present his 
Resolution on Children’s Offerings, as re-drafted. As finally worded, 
the Resolution took the following form: 


BE IT RESOLVED: That the 1954 Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific memorialize the General Convention that the annual Chil- 
dren’s Lenten Mite Box Offering be established and administered as 
a separate Missionary Fund, contributed by Parishes, Missions, Dio- 
Be and Missionary Districts, as an item apart from their Mission 

uotas. 
(Attest) Sumner Walters, Chairman 
H. W. Marrs, D.C., Member 


In this form the Resolution, after some discussion, was adopted. 


The business session was adjourned at 10:50 A. M. ~ 
2:00 P.M. J to re-convene at 
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The House of Deputies 


The House of Deputies was convened in separate session by its 
Chairman, the Rev. Louis Bowes Keiter (Oregon) at 11:10 A.M. The 
Rev. Mr. Keiter led the Deputies in prayer. 


The first order of business being the election of a Chairman to 
serve throughout the Synodical year, the Chairman called for nomi- 
nations for this office. Before accepting nominations, however, he 
called the Deputies’ attention to the fact that although the House 
normally had little or no business to transact, the chairmanship was 
not a mere figurehead: as chairman, he was ex-officio a member of 
the Provincial Council. Therefore, he urged that there be a real 
contest for the office. 


Mr. John Vassie (Oregon), being recognized, placed in nomination 
the name of the incumbent, and moved that the Secretary be in- 
structed to cast a unanimous ballot for the nominee. The motion was 
seconded and carried, nem con, and the Secretary cast the ballot, as 
directed, for the Rev. Louis Bowes Keiter, who becomes Chairman 
of the House of Deputies for another term. 


Other business to come before the House was called for. There 
pone none, it was moved, seconded, and carried, that the House 
adjourn. 


Adjournment took place at 11:15 A.M. 


Fourth Business Session 


The final session of Synod was called to order by the President at 
2:15 P.M. The Lesson was read by Mr. Harrison Coles (San Joaquin) 
and Devotions were conducted by the Rev. David Blackaller (Idaho). 


The Treasurer presented the Provincial Budget for 1954-1955 as 
approved by the Stated Meeting of the Provincial Council in October, 
1953, and amended by the Annual Meeting of the Council, immediately 
preceding Synod. The amendments were designed to accede to the 
request of the Department of Christian Education for an increase in 
its appropriation in the amount of $450.00, from $150.00 to $600.00, to 
cover a subsidy for a mid-year Conference of the Department, without 
increasing the total Budget for the Province. This was accomplished by 
reducing the appropriations for Promotion, Publicity, and Radio, and 
for the Reserve Fund reductions approved by the Chairmen of Pro- 
motion and Finance, respectively. The Budget total is $14,300.00 (Ap- 
pendix K). The Budget was approved as amended and read. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology (Appendix L) was read 
by the Secretary, on behalf of the Chairman, the Missionary Bishop 
of Nevada, the Deputies standing reverently. The President announced 
that the customary prayers would be included in the concluding 
service of Synod. 

The President introduced the Very Rev. Frederick Ward Kates 
(Spokane) for the scheduled address of the afternoon. Dean Kates 
spoke on the announced subject, “Bored With the Church, Fed Up 
With Religion,” in which he dealt with the objections raised by many 
men to membership in the Church, which he traced to the fact that 
often the Church and Churchmen (including parsons) are not true 
to their vocations. 

At the conclusion of Dean Kates’ address, the Secretary announced 
the recommendation of the Provincial Council that the Synod offer- 
ings be designated for work in the Missionary District of Nevada, at 
the discretion of the Bishop. It was moved, seconded, and carried, 
that the offerings be so dispensed. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried, that the Treasurer be em- 
powered to assess the several Dioceses and Missionary Districts, by 
the usual methods, sums which will make up the difference between 
the existing bank balance ($583.36) and the amount of the adopted 
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Budget for 1954-1955 ($14,300.00). It was announced that assessments 
would be slightly in excess of those for the year just past. 


It was moved, seconded, and carried, that Synod be adjourned. 
Adjournment, sine die, was had at 3:00 P.M. 


Final Joint Session 


At 3:05 P.M., the Delegates to the Annual Meeting of the Pro- 
vincial Woman’s Auxiliary having joined the Bishops and Deputies, 
the final Joint Session was called to order by the President of the 
Province, who thereupon called the Provincial President of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to join him at the President’s table. 


Mr. William A. Siegmund, Provincial Chairman for Laymen’s 
Work, presented the report of the Annual Conference of Diocesan 
Keymen. 


The reports of the several work-shops was called for: 


The report of the Workshop on Evangelism, conducted by the Very 
Rev. Richard W. Rowland (Utah), was read and presented by Mr. 
Quentin F. Kolb, a visitor from the Missionary District of Utah (Ap- 
pendix N). 


The report of the Workshop on Christian Education, conducted by 
the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert (California), as recorded by 
Mrs. Justin Edwards (Olympia) and Mrs. George A. Corwin (Eastern 
Oregon), was read by the Secretary (Appendix O). 


The Workshop on the United Nations, of which Mrs. Lewis J. 
Ferrell of Olympia was the convener, met in two sections, one dealing 
with Charter Revision and the other with Related Agencies. Two 
reports were presented (Appendix P and Appendix Q). 


The Workshop on Christian Citizenship, the Very Rev. John C. 
Leffler (Olympia), convener, did not present a formal report. Instead, 
the Rev. Canon Kenneth E. Nelson of California spoke informally and 
his remarks were supplemented by Mr. Robert Preble (Olympia) and 
Mr. Harrison Coles (San Joaquin). The discussion in the workshop 
moved in two areas: relations between the Church and social workers 
and the proper use of community resources. Several suggestions 
emerged: (1) Laymen can and should inform themselves of available 
community resources and encourage parish clergy to know and use 
them; (2) the parish should establish close personal contact with 
social workers in the community; (3) Christian Social Relations 
Committees should be formed in every parish; (4) parish clergy 
ought more frequently to nominate laymen to serve on boards 
and social agencies when they are asked to participate, rather than 
attempting to belong to every good cause themselves. It emerged 
from the discussion that there was need for clergy and social enc: 
to know and understand each) other better. 


The report of the Workshop on Rural Work, led by the Missionary 
Bishop of Nevada, was read by the Secretary (Appendix R). 


The report of the Workshop on Promotion, Publicity, and Radio, 
of which the Rev. Edward McNair was the leader, was also read by 
the Secretary (Appendix S). 


Mrs. Claude R. Davis made a verbal report of the Annual Meeting 
of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary. 


Closing devotions were conducted by the Bishop of Olympia. 


The sessions of the 35th Annual Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific and the 32nd Annual Meeting of the Provincial Woman’s 
Auxiliary ended at 4:00 P.M.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Today it is my privilege and pleasure to join Mrs. Whiteley and 
Mrs. Smith in extending a cordial welcome to you. It is always thrill- 
ing to renew acquaintances with former friends and to meet Delegates 
(more than half, I believe) who are attending Synod for the first time. 
It is you who have a great experience before you. 

The fact that so many busy women have come long distances is 
indicative of the importance of this meeting. We have come together 
in order to strengthen the work of the Woman’s Auxiliary and to 
receive inspiration through fellowship together. 

It is my privilege to receive inspiration throughout the year, as I 
hear of the wonderful work which is being carried on throughout the 
Province. “The Diocesan Chronicle” from the Philippine Episcopal 
Church; The E. C. O. — the Episcopal Churchwomen of the Diocese 
of Olympia; “News and Notes,” the Woman’s Auxiliary, Diocese of 
Los Angeles; “Tidings,” District of Idaho; “Pacific Churchman,” Dio- 
cese of California; “The Comet,” San Joaquin; proclaim the outstand- 
ing work and devotion of the women to the work of the Church. 
They are a great help to the President of the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Province, and I take this opportunity of thanking you. 

I would suggest that Presidents would find it most rewarding to 
subscribe to a number of these monthly reports — exchange of ideas 
is always most helpful. 
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I would like to take a moment to pay tribute to the members of 
the National Executive Board and the National Secretaries of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. The preparation which has gone into the 1953- 
1954 Program of the Women of the Church this year (Christ calls to 
Mission and Unity), I am sure, are recognized and deeply appreciated 
by all of us out here in the 8th Province. 


We are proud that the new President of this devoted Board is our 
own Mrs. Sumner Walters. This year, we have chosen the special 
guest speaker for our program without going outside of the Province. 
How happy we are to have her with us! 


Also, Mrs. St. Elmo Coombs, Member-at-large of the National 
Executive Board, who helps to formulate this National program. She 
also represents our St. Margaret’s House on the Board. We are proud 
that she was elected from our own 8th Province. 


In October, a meeting of the Provincial Board of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary was held at St. Margaret’s House. Although it was not 
possible for full attendance, it proved to be a most rewarding meeting. 
All who were present presented most helpful suggestions and many 
sent letters, for this year’s program at Synod. As a result, Mrs. New- 
comer, lst Vice President, in charge of arranging the program, has 
taken these threads and woven them together making a colorful, help- 
ful, inspiring, program, in which many of you have had a part. 


Some of you may ask, “What is the work of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary?” As you know, not nearly as much work is done by the Prov- 
ince as such, as is done in any one single Diocese, and is not meant to 
be. I believe the Province is to the Church something like what a 
parish council is to a parish — very important as a coordinating 
agency and offering an opportunity to learn from each other. 


Due to the distances in this large 8th Province, and to the expense 
involved, it is impossible for officers to visit the various Dioceses. It 
is complicated for the committee arranging the annual program — 
doubly so, since the plan to provide for joint meetings with the 
members of Synod — it means a great amount of correspondence. 
However, the information and inspiration received by Delegates more 
than compensates for the efforts entailed. 


St. Margaret’s House is the one project of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of the Province, but not its responsibility alone. I urge that, in ad- 
dition to contributing to the expenses, we renew our efforts in en- 
couraging and recruiting young women to enroll in its training courses 
for work in the Church. 


I wish to call the special attention of all delegates to the Altar 
Guild displays, which have been arranged by Mrs. Paul Reed, Pro- 
vincial Chairman, and by Mrs. Elizabeth Wells, President of the Altar 
Guild, Diocese of Olympia. This is a rare opportunity to attend the 
workshop at any time throughout this session and for help in organiz- 
ing altar guilds in Missionary Districts. 


_At our meeting last year, Mrs. Walters presented the needs of the 
wives of seminary students for an emergency loan fund. The Pro- 
vincial Auxiliary voted to sponsor such a fund. The response has 
been most gratifying. I would call such a need, also, “our business.” 
However, it is entirely voluntary and cannot be called a Provincial 
Project, since our present constitution includes but one project, 
namely, St. Margaret’s House. We will all be interested in hearing 
Mrs. Walter’s report in regard to this most worthy undertaking. 


I want to pay tribute to our most efficient Secretary, who is this 
year completing her two terms (6 years) in office — 11 years in all 
on the Provincial Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary. Her faithfulness 
and knowledge of proper proceedings have been of incalculable help 
to your President — on behalf of the Auxiliary and from the bottom 
of my heart, I say, “Thank you, Eleanor, for a job well done.” 

The theme for this meeting is emphasis upon the one chosen this 
year by the National Executive Board, “THIS IS OUR BUSINESS.” 


Today, I want to talk upon “The Christian Mission” as our business. 
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In the words of Bishop Sherrill, “There is the temptation for us 
of the Church to light an ecclesiastical candle, draw the curtain to 
shut out the enveloping darkness, and to live and worship in a dream 
world of our own.” 


But the program of the Woman’s Auxiliary is the program of the 
Church, and the Church cannot live for itself. It is essentially mis- 
sionary. It is never a club, merely for the enjoyment of its members. 
It is a society for service and founded upon the command of Christ, 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” Every Church- 
man is called to Christian Service. A wonderful opportunity has been 
extended to each one of us this year to promote the mission of the 
Church — our business because it is God’s business — through the 
“Builders for Christ” campaign of the National Church. 


Today, this World Mission is facing a challenge more direct and 
menacing than any it has faced before. At the same time, world peace 
is dependent upon it. Our greatest and deepest need is for a greater 
awareness of Jesus Himself, and, being filled with His Holy Spirit, to 
be on fire to tell others. 

Each year I have emphasized prayer and worship as “the first 
business of the Church.” I am so glad to know that Quiet Days are 
being held by the women throughout the Province. From these will 
come our strength and provide the spirit in which all of our activities 
are carried on. 

Parishes must give Him the right of way in their guilds and so- 
cieties. One sometimes wonders if a stranger coming in would realize 
at all that the members meet to serve a great Master, whose presence 
and power are meant to be the central realty of their lives. 

We speak so often of the bringing in of God’s Kingdom here on 
earth, as the goal of the Woman’s Auxiliary. I wonder whether we 
ever stop to think just what this means. As someone has expressed it, 
the Kingdom is wherever God rules in our lives, wherever we give 
Him the right of way in all things. Thomas Aquinas said, “The essence 
of all things is the outpouring of the loveliness of God.” 

May we dedicate ourselves and our Auxiliaries throughout the 
coming year to nothing less than this “outpouring of the loveliness of 
God” in our own lives and in our Auxiliaries.

REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 


Synodical Year 1953 - 1954 


Only two of the three meetings of the Provincial Council specified 
in Article VII of the Constitution could be held in this Synodical 
year, because a lack of quorum prevented the holding of the Or- 
ganizational Meeting, called for 1:30 P.M. on May 7, 1953. 


The Annual Meeting convened at 2:35 P.M. on Tuesday, May 6, 
1953, in the Board Room of Diocesan House, 1055 Taylor Street, San 
Francisco. The meeting was called to order by the President, the Rt. 
Rev. Frank A. Rhea, and opened with prayer. Roll was called by the 
Secretary pro tem, to which twelve of the elected and ex-officio mem- 
bers responded. The reading of the minutes of the Stated Meeting, 
which had been previously distributed, was dispensed with. 


The report of the Treasurer was read, upon which the Treasurer 
commented that for the first time in history assessments had been 
paid in full by all Dioceses and Districts in the Province, and that 
after all bills had been met a cash balance in the amount of $1,166.07 
remained. The Treasurer thereupon read the tentative budget for 
1953-1954, totaling $13,750. This budget was approved for submission 
to the Synod, with the further direction that in figuring assessments, 
the Treasurer assess the difference between the total budget, sub- 
sequently to be adopted, and the cash balance remaining from pre- 
vious years. 


The reports of the several Departments and Committees were re- 
ceived by title to be presented in detailed, mimeographed form to 
the Synod on the following day. 


The Stated Meeting was held on October 10, 1953, at the Church 
Divinity School in Berkeley. It was called to order by the President 
at 1:30 P.M. Fifteen of the elected and ex-officio members responded 
to roll call. Bishop Lewis of Nevada, the Vice-President, opened the 
meeting with prayer. Reports were heard from the following De- 
partments and Committees: 


(1) Christian Education (the Rev. Edward A. Wicher, Jr., report- 
ing) A mid-year meeting of the Department, scheduled for January, 
was announced and an additional appropriation (over and above the 
$150 allotted in the budget) was requested. After discussion, the sum 
of $100.00 was allowed. The Rev. Mr. Wicher called upon the Rev. 
Canon Charles M. Guilbert to report on the Laboratory School at 
Seabury-Western Seminary the previous August, to which he had 
been sent jointly by the Province and the Diocese of California. 


(2) Promotion, Publicity, and Radio (the Rev. Edward McNair 
reporting). He described the difficulties inherent in the Department’s 
task by reason of uncertainty about the nature and function of the 
Province, the unwieldiness of the Province for effective committee 
work, and the danger of duplicating national and diocesan programs. 
He requested permission to use the $500 allocation of the Department 
for the production of an educational film-strip. Permission was 
granted. 

(3) Examining chaplains (the Rev. Sherman E. Johnson reporting). 
A conference for examining chaplains at C. D. S. P. in February was 
announced. 

(4) Laymen’s work (Mr. William A. Siegmund reporting). Projects 
under way in several places in Province in field of vocational-giving 
and Church promotion. 

(5) Church Divinity School (Dean Johnson reporting). The report 
covered redecoration of property, the need for rental of class room 
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space, enrollment, faculty additions and changes, and finances current 
and invested. 


The Treasurer presented his customary three-fold report: (1) an 
ad interim report of receipts and disbursements, showing a balance 
of $1,305.47;.(2) a report of accounts receivable and payable; and 
(3) a Tentative Budget for 1954-1955. The budget was considered in 
ste 300 and some changes were authorized. The budgeted total is 

The Rev. William B. Spofford, Jr., was introduced to describe the 
plan to establish in the Province a Western extension of the Roanridge 
Rural project. After some discussion the program received the hearty 
endorsement of the Council. 

A discussion on the program of Synod resulted in a decision to 
continue the holding of workshops during Synod. A special Commit- 
tee on Program was appointed with Mr. J. C. F. Merrifield as Chair- 
man and Bishop Lewis and Mrs. Newcomer. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried, that Bishop Watson be invited 
to be Synod Preacher.

PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
Province of the Pacific VIII 


The Provincial Department of Christian Education met at the call 
of the Chairman, the Rev. Edward A. Wicher, Jr., at the School of 
the Prophets, San Francisco, from Tuesday evening, January 19, to 
Thursday noon, January 21. The following persons were present: the 
Rev. Galen Onstad, Eastern Oregon; the Rev. Gordon Cross, Sacra- 
mento; the Rev. John Raymond and Miss Helen Wagstaff, San 
Joaquin; the Rev. Messrs. Edward A. Wicher, Jr., Charles M. Guilbert, 
Albert H. Olson, Mrs. Robert N. Rodenmayer, and Mrs. Milton Farmer, 
California; the Ven. T. H. Kerstetter and the Rev. John Ledger, Ne- 
vada; the Rev. C. Boone Sadler, Los Angeles; the Very Rev. J. W. F. 
Pikes Arizona; and the Rev. William Sydnor of the National 

ouncil. 


The Rev. Mr. Sydnor, executive secretary for the Curriculum 
Development Division of the National Church’s Department of Chris- 
tian Education, in California on an inspection of experimental Church 
Schools, was deputed by the Rev. Dr. David Hunter to meet with 
the Provincial Department as resource personnel. He opened the dis- 
cussion on Tuesday evening with a rapid review of the scope, the 
task, and the agencies, of Christian Education, leading up to a pre- 
sentation of the publication time-table for Church School materials. 


In defining the scope of Christian Education, the Rev. Mr. Sydnor 
was at pains to answer the frequently-voiced objection that the Na- 
tional Department was, in effect, simply renaming all of the Church’s 
activities “Christian Education,” thus making its task unmanageable, 
and encroaching on other vital phases of the Church’s life. Quite ar- 
bitrarily defining the Church as a circle enclosing all baptized persons, 
he distinguished three successively smaller enclosed circles, repre- 
senting, respectively, nominal, occasionally-concerned, and concerned, 
Christians. He described the scope of Christian Education as the sum 
of all activities designed to expand the small core of concerned Chris- 
tians until, ideally, it includes all baptized persons. Activities directed 
to those without, though resultant from vital Christian Education, are 
the sphere of Evangelism. 

The available agencies for Christian Education were listed as four: 
the home (the primary and indispensable agent), corporate worship, 
the total life of the parish in all of its manifold activities, and formal 
classes. Education, said the Rev. Mr. Sydnor, always takes place at a 
table. The most effective tables are the dining-room table and the 
altar. The least productive is the lecturer’s podium. 

The task of the various Departments of Christian Education, — 
National, Provincial, or diocesan, — is two-fold: the training of lead- 
ership and the production of materials. As between them, there is no 
priority, — they must go on simultaneously. Since the production of 
materials is peculiarly the function of the National Department, and 
since the time-table of their production vitally affects all phases of 
leadership-training, the Rev. Mr. Sydnor outlined the publication 
plans of his Division, as follows:

In connection with these courses, there will be provided (1) Lead- 
ers’ Guides, (2) Pupil’s Readers for Home reading for grades 1 to 6— 
not class books, (3) Encyclopedias for Junior and Senior High Classes, 
and (4) Parents’ Literature. 

Lastly, the Rev. Mr. Sydnor listed the requirements made of 
churches having experimental classes, as an indication of the type of 
demands the New Curriculum will make on all parishes. These include 
(1) 50-minute class periods, (2) a real family worship service, and 
(3) Parents’ Class or Classes at Church School time. There was some 
discussion of point two, when it was learned that by Family Worship 
was meant a full, unabridged service of worship (though possibly 
without sermon or instruction) lasting roughly one hour, with all 
youngsters sitting as families, accompanied by own or foster parents. 


On Wednesday morning, the Rev. Mr. Sydnor being engaged at the 
Divinity School, the Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert reviewed the 
steps taken up to the present by the National Department in prepar- 
ing the Church for the New Curriculum: 


1. The Clergy Training Program (1950-1953) — the three-year 
program at the College of Preachers and the regional mass- 
meetings in the West with College of Preachers personnel. It 
was noted that this was the only attempt to reach the whole 
body of active clergy, that indications are that it has only 
reached half of the active clergy, and that there is no compar- 
able program in operation designed to get at those missed at 
the time or those entering the ministry since that time. 

. The Selected Lay-leaders conferences (1951). 

3. The Diocesan Department Conference Program (1952-1953-1954) 


4. The Mobile Teams (1951 —). 
This program has not reached the northern part of the Province, 
though invitations have been sent from Sacramento, Oregon, 
and Eastern Oregon, at least. The program was specifically de- 
signed for the laity — giving a general overall view of the New 
oar aha — but it also reached some of the clergy untouched 

y : 
5. Parish Life Conferences (1953 —) 
6. Parish Workshops — in parishes. 


7. Teacher-Training Program (1954-1955). 


In the discussion following the presentation it was agreed that the 
general clergy training program was the weakest link in the chain, 
and that there was a special need for a program — either diocesan or 
provincial, which would provide indoctrination in the aims, methods, 
and presuppositions, of the New Curriculum to (1) those not reached 
in the mass Clergy training of 1951, (2) to recent graduates of semi- 
naries, and (3) to those who have come into the Province since 1951, 
who had not been “exposed” in their former locations. Moreover, it 
was the consensus that some who were reached in 1951 were im- 
perfectly “sold” and have since “gone stale” on the program. 


The following suggestions were made: (1) A brief recapitulation 
at Synod — perhaps using the Workshop period and report for this 
purpose. (2) Bishops to be urged to make this matter the sole subject 
of a diocesan clergy conference, or at least to devote one day to it. 
Where bishops might be reluctant to give over so much time when 
requested by their diocesan clergy, a strong recommendation from the 
provincial department might very well succeed. (3) The device of the 
Parish Life Conferences — “intensive middle-of-the week” for clergy 
only. All were agreed that in the ethos of the Episcopal Church it is 
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i) 


essential that the parish clergy must be sold on, and reasonably fa- 
miliar with, the New Curriculum. The process is a gradual one, and its 
Agi eet cannot be postponed if the deadline — Fall of 1955 — is 
o be met. 


Over against the difficulties inherent in the size of the task, it was 
felt that there is a real and growing respect and sympathy for the 
Christian Education program since 1950, to the extent that if a pro- 
vincial department, having thought it through, were to commend the 
clergy-training program to a Bishop, its need, importance, and pri- 
ority, will be acknowledged. On the other side of the ledger, some of 
those who were sympathetic during earlier phases of the process are 
getting bored, because they do not see the connection between later 
and earlier phases of preparation, and because they have the feeling 
that nothing is happening. 

All these considerations pointed to a continuing need for the con- 
version of the clergy. And the task was conceived as being the primary 
responsibility of the Province and the Diocese. 

There was some discussion of the order of steps in the National 
Church’s program. It was felt that under certain conditions steps could 
be profitably undertaken without their normal preliminaries. For 
example: 

(1) In Nevada, following a very fruitful Family Conference, the 
Parish Workshops are being used properly, and seemingly with good 
results, although no Parish Life Conferences have been held. 

(2) In Sacramento, which has had no visit from the Mobile Team, 
and no Parish Life Conferences, the Woman’s Auxiliary has inaug- 
urated Parish Workshop conferences in several parishes, again with 
excellent results. In Sacramento, the diocesan department was granted 
a half-day at the annual clergy conference, which the Rev. Mr. Cross 
felt was very helpful in enlisting support. 

At this point a “voice of realism” was interjected by the Very Rev. 
J. W. F. Carman of Phoenix, who explained that he had no Christian 
Education function in the District, but had been asked to stay over, 
after the Promotion Department meeting on January 19, for the Pro- 
vincial Department of Christian Education meeting, to represent the 
District. He therefore claimed to speak as an interloper. Dean Carman 
told the group that from his observation, people were deeply stirred 
by the Mobile Team visits, and that, by and large, they felt “all 
dressed up with no place to go.” Part of this he attributed to vague 
promotion, which did not sufficiently show the relation between the 
various phases of the preparation program; part was due to lack of 
information and conviction on the part of the clergy — from the 
Bishops down. 


Suggestions: 


1. Parish Christian Education Committees — or parish councils — 
to explore, evaluate, study, and interpret, Christian Education 
to the parish. (Can formation of such bodies be promoted by 
Provincial Department? ) 

2. Get Dioceses to send to Salt Lake City Laboratory School (Aug. 
15-27) as many clergy as possible who have not attended a 
clergy training session. Men who attend to be used to aid clergy- 
training program in dioceses. 

3. Summer Conference to train leaders of various groups: W. A., 
Church School, Y. P. F., etc. The Diocese of California had such 
a conference last year, with excellent results, and plans a similar 
conference for 1954. Suggestion was made that it be opened to 
others in Province. 


Subject of summer conferences led to a discussion of whole field, 
and also of “work camps” as experience of redemptive community. A 
desire for exchange of ideas on camps and conferences between the 
jurisdictions of the Province was strongly expressed, _ 

Wednesday afternoon and evening were spent in discovering what 
the urgent needs of the Province are in the field of Christian 
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Education, and a thorough discussion of them to determine the most 
urgent, which might be brought to Synod as recommendations, 


The following needs were listed for discussion: 

1. A clear statement of goals to be achieved through diocesan and 
district departments with a suggested time-table, and the clari- 
fying of the relationship between the various steps of the 7-point 
training program. 

2. A continuing effort to interpret the National program in terms 
of VIII Province conditions — as the program develops and 
personnel changes. 

3. Close liaison between diocesan and district departments. 


4. An annual mid-year protracted meeting of the Provincial De- 
partment — for the exchange of ideas, cross-fertilization, mu- 
tual encouragement, sharing of successful projects, and planning 
for provincial program. High in importance is the pooling of 
ideas on Summer Youth Conferences. 

5. A full-time priest-director for the Provincial Department with 
adequate budgets for travel (much of it by air) and for program. 


6. Continued clergy training — a planned program, to be carried 
out, of course, largely in local jurisdictions. Laity can be reached 
only through clergy, and clergy only through Bishops. Sell the 
Bishops on the urgency of the program! 


7. Regional Conferences for leaders — or leader of leaders. 
Take advantage of Diocese of California Conference for central 
area. 
Encourage initiation of similar projects in South and Northwest. 
Provide leadership training for Vacation Church Schools, Chil- 
dren’s Missions, Youth Conferences, as well as for W. A., Youth 
groups, Church School, and Adult Discussion Groups. 


In the discussion which ensued, the question was raised whether 
at the regional department meetings with National Council’s team, 
additional clergy could be included by invitation —to acquaint them 
with the program. Query to be passed on to National Department. 

Another question was the desirability of preparing a glossary of 
terms prominent in the modern Christian Education program: “Re- 
deemed Community,” “Priesthood of the Laity,” etc. Consensus had, 
that these need to be experienced rather than defined. Not new, but 
receiving new importance through experience of training program. 

In view of changing personnel in Departments of Christian Edu- 
cation, need was felt for a continuing secretary for the Provincial 
Department to provide continuity. Miss Helen Wagstaff of Stockton 
was chosen for this job. She accepted. 

Another inter-diocesan need expressed was for a central agency 
for making local audio-visual materials available to each other at 
some standard fee — $5.00 suggested. 

This led to the appointment of several persons to function for the 
Provincial Department in Various areas: 

Camps and Conferences and Day Schools — the Rev. C. Boone 

Sadler, Los Angeles. 

Visual Aids — the Rev. A. H. Olson, California. 

Synod Workshop — the Rev. Canon C. M. Guilbert, California. 


Recommendations to 35th Annual Synod: 


1. The Department requests permission to hold an annual mid-year 
conference, and requests an appropriation of $600 to finance it. 


2. The Department requests the 35th Annual Synod to endorse a prov- 
ince-wide program of continuing clergy training. As part of this 
program, the Department requests a recommendation from the 
Synod to the Bishops of the Province to permit a portion of time, 
not less than one full day, in their annual clergy conference in the 
coming Synodical year, for a presentation of the New Curriculum 
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by men who have been trained at the Seabury-Western or Salt 
Lake City Laboratory Schools. if 

. The Department requests a recommendation to the several juris- 
dictions that advantage be taken of the Salt Lake City Laboratory 
on the Church and Group Life, August 15-27, by sending not less 
than three clergy, and by subsidizing their attendance to the extent 
possible. (NOTE: the cost of the school is $110.) 

. one Department recommends the employment of a full-time priest- 
director for Christian Education for the Province, with a budget of 
$15,000, to cover salary, travel, and program. 

. The Department requests the Synod to endorse the idea of having 
Regional Conferences for Leaders in Christian Education, recom- 
mending attendance at the one already set up in the Diocese of 
California (July 18-24), and encouraging the establishment of 
others in the North and South. 

. The Department requests permission to prepare a film-strip for 
teacher-training as part of the preparation for the new study ma- 
terials of the New Curriculum which will make their appearance 
in 1955. This would involve a budget appropriation of not less 
than $500.00.

DEPARTMENT OF COLLEGE WORK 
PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


The Provincial Department of College Work met at Cathedral 
House, San Francisco, Tuesday, May 5, 1953. The Rev. Roger Blan- 
chard, Executive Secretary for the National Division of College Work, 
was present. Bishop Campbell, Suffragan of Los Angeles, was elected 
the new Chairman of the Department, succeeding the Rev. Charles 
Neville. The Rev. Robert Rodenmayer was appointed to the Executive 
Committee, representing the central area of the Province. Apprecia- 
tion was voted the retiring Chairman for his able leadership of the 
Department and to the two Executive Secretaries. 

The Executive Committee of the Department met twice during the 
year — on October 21, 1953, at St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley, and on 
March 24, 1954, at the School of the Prophets, San Francisco. The 
latter meeting was attended by the Rev. Roger Blanchard, represent- 
ing the National Division of College Work.

District of Hawaii: 
$1,500.00 for work of the Rev. Keith Kreitner, University of Hawaii. 


It should be understood that these approvals are for the year 1955, 
and that they are recommendations to the National Commission. They 
are therefore subject to the latter’s confirmation and to the funds 
that are available. 


Reports have been received from the two Secretaries of the Prov- 
ince, Miss Margaret Fletcher for the Southern Area, and the Rev. 
Norman Stockwell for the Northern Area, both showing fine work. 
The Rev. Mr. Stockwell reports contacting all the clergy in college 
work in his area on behalf of the National Canterbury Association; 
and calls at Idaho State College at Pocatello, at Boise Junior College; 
and in February in the Seattle area and in Oregon. Three issues of 
the Northwest Newsletter were sent out during the year in the inter- 
ests of the various college work organizations in the area. From April 
30 to May 2, the annual conference for students and college workers 
in the Northwest was held at Pullman, Washington, with the Rt. Rev. 
Russell S. Hubbard as the leader. Mr. Stockwell commends the work 
of Dr. Scott-Craig in stimulating the Faculty Program in the area, 
and urges the National Commission to continue this important work. 


Miss Fletcher reports much travel, and most of the College Work 
centers in the Southern Area visited. A summary of her activities 
reveals 38 visits to 23 campuses; 34 meetings attended; 2 area workers‘ 
meetings; 61 individual consultations at various campuses; 14 Diocesan 
College Work Committee meetings; 2 Faculty-Work meetings; 6 
Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary meetings; the San Joaquin Convocation; 
and the National College Commission. 


At the Executive Committee meeting March 24 the Rev. Roger 
Blanchard reported a change in the policy of the National Division. 
The Division plans in the future to work directly with each Diocese 
and District rather than through the Provincial Commission. To this 
end, he has encouraged the establishing of Diocesan and District Col- 
lege-Work departments or committees throughout the country, a 
program which has met with remarkable success. We heartily com- 
mend this new program of the National Division and urge the estab- 
lishment of such College Work Departments or Committees in each 
jurisdiction of the Eighth Province. The new plan will require the re- 
thinking of our Provincial budget for College Work at the current 
meeting of Synod.

DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 


Chairman: The Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, Jr., Bishop of Olympia 
Advisor: The Rev. L. Franklin Evenson, Diocese of Oregon 


The Advisor and three representatives from the 8th Province at- 
tended the National Youth Commission meeting at Seabury House, 
Greenwich, Conn., in September, 1953. Representing the 8th Province 
were, Morton Hilliard, Oakland, California; Fran Cooper, Oregon; and 
John Gimlin, Utah. Miss Fran Cooper was elected Secretary of the 
National Youth Commission. 

The National Youth Commission met jointly with the National 
Canterbury Association, and several resolutions were presented and 
adopted looking toward closer relations between the two organiza- 
tions, and to the scheduling of special observances and projects. 

The Provincial Youth Synod for 1954 is scheduled to be held at the 
diocesan conference grounds of the Diocese of Oregon, at Gearhart, 
Oregon, from July 9 to 15. Inasmuch as the conference will run from 
Friday evening to Thursday morning, youth advisors will not be re- 
quired to be away from their parishes for two consecutive Sundays. 
Many problems have been encountered in changing from a two-day 
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Spring conference to a six-day Summer conference, but, it was felt, 
the additional time together warranted the attempt. Applications for 
assistance on travel from distant points will be taken care of to the 
extent possible, while board, room, and insurance will be paid out 
of the Provincial Youth Budget. 

It has been announced that a visitation from the personnel of the 
National Youth Division to the provinces will be made this year, in 
lieu of the annual meeting of the Youth Commission in Greenwich in 
September. It is unlikely, however, that the team will get as far as 
the 8th Province. The Youth Department of the Province, therefore, 
has recommended to the National Division, that the visitation begin 
in the Province of the Pacific, the team working its way back to the 
East Coast. 

The Department recommends that the 1955 Youth Synod be held 
in the Southern part of the Province. Ideally, there should be two 
such meetings, North and South. Ideally, also, there should be two 
Provinces in the West, — “Eighth” and “Ninth.” 

The Triennial Youth Convention will be held in 1955, probably in 
the North-Central States. 

The National Division of Youth Work recommends that the Pro- 
vincial Youth Advisor be a member ex-officio of the Provincial Coun- 
cil, and of its Department of Christian Education.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON EVANGELISM 


Chairman: The Missionary Bishop of Arizona 
Secretary: The Rev. Harold E. Parrott (Spokane) 


_ The Committee on Evangelism has sent inquiries to every juris- 
diction in the Province, and, after condensing the responses thereto, 
submits the following report: 

Arizona: This missionary jurisdiction is using lay-readers, a large 
number of whom are members of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, to 
fill the needs of smaller preaching stations and missions. The Presid- 
ing Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work has formed groups in

northern Arizona for special study of the Church, and has initiated a 
movement to produce 1,000 confirmands during the current year. 

Utah: Lay-readers are being used to man smaller churches and 
also to organize and instruct confirmation classes. This type of evan- 
gelism is resulting in wide-spread conversion of new members to 
the Church. 

Spokane: From this Missionary District comes a strong recom- 
mendation of the findings of “Group-dynamics,”’ using Parish Life 
Conferences (Intensive Week-ends) to awaken nominal Episcopalians. 

Los Angeles: This large and expanding Diocese recommends re- 
treats and missions to intensify the knowledge, understanding, and 
energies, of the laity, so that they may become effective evangelists. 
Lay-visitation is urged. Laymen are effective in activating loyalties 
all along the line. 

Eastern Oregon: The significant work of the Presiding Bishop’s 
Committee on Laymen’s Work is approved for the broad evangelical 
training it gives to men who can and do convert others. 

Olympia: Our host Diocese commends the work of laymen in the 
Presiding Bishop’s Committee, laymen who are doing excellent work 
in isolated communities, and strongly recommends preaching missions, 
which have been particularly effective. 

Idaho: This missionary jurisdiction has tried many evangelistic 
systems and ideas, — preaching missions, prayer groups, the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee. Strongly recommended are “inquirers’ classes,” 
which is felt to be a better title than “discussion groups,” as it sug- 
gests to the outsider that questions about the Church are welcomed. 

Sacramento: Classes for inquirers are recommended in the Diocese. 
It is understood that laymen’s groups are just one phase of the work 
of evangelism. Emphasis has been laid upon every communicant’s 
personal evangelistic responsibility. The result has been the largest 
confirmation classes in the history of the Diocese. The question, “What 
is your bounden duty as a member of the Church?” from the Offices 
of Instructions should be constantly reiterated. 

San Joaquin: In this area, parish-wide visitation has strengthened 
the Church; also, neighborhood groups have planted the seed of 
several new congregations. Again, there is a recommendation of 
“sroup dynamics,” which has proved itself of great evangelistic value. 

The following recommendations are made by the Committee, in 
the form of reminders and emphases for the development of the 
Church in the Province: 

I. Evangelism means bringing the good news of Christian redemp- 
tion to those within or outside of the Church, who are in need of 
personal conversion. 

II. The task of evangelism is to carry our Church’s evangel across 
all social and racial lines. 

III. The Committee on Evangelism recommends: 

(1) Preaching missions where possible and practical; 

(2) Intra-provincial teams of selected evangelists; 

(3) Proclaiming the good news in the simplest possible lan- 
guage and with all clarity; 

(4) Continued development of the evangelical “priesthood of 
the laity”; 

(5) Schools of the same for clergy. 

IV. The Committee expresses its conviction as to the following: 

(1) There is no substitute for parish calling; 

(2) No witness is more effective than the concern evidenced 
by a visit by a lay person; ; 

(3) There are no more effective evangelists than a group of 
interested Church children.

REPORT ON SAINT MARGARET’S HOUSE 
Synod 1954 


In The Living Church of March 21, 1954, there appeared a news 
item entitled, “Open Doors”, which reads as follows, omitting the 
second paragraph: 


“St Margaret’s House, Berkeley, Calif., previously a graduate school 
of professional women Church workers, has opened its doors to non- 
graduates who can meet other qualifications of the school ...... 
Trustees of the school made the decision to admit non-graduates because 
of the need for an institution which would offer professional training to 
‘mature women, non-graduates, who offer themselves for work in the 
Church, largely in the areas of evangelistic and Church school activity.’”’ 


This significant step was taken by the Board of Trustees upon the 
recommendations of the Curriculum Committee and the Faculty. For 
years the opportunities for women in the professional work in the 
Church have exceeded the number of women coming out of the Train- 
ing Schools. And for years women have been refused training by these 
schools because of this requirement of a college degree. Furthermore, 
women are being sought to fill positions which do not need such a 
full academic preparation but which do need training in the Chris- 
tian heritage and in the ways of working with and ministering to 
people. With these three facts or conditions in mind, it seemed im- 
perative to the faculty and administration that an addition to the 
program at Saint Margaret’s House be made if the chief purpose of 
the School, which is the service of the Church, be maintained and 
developed. 


Two Programs 


What does this step mean to Saint Margaret’s House? It means that 
we shall now carry on two major programs, along with our work 
with special students, those who take individual courses as refresher 
study after a period of work or because of interest or needed help in 
their volunteer service. Program One we have carried before. This 
is designed for college graduates and is ever more sharply devoted to 
giving them the knowledge and developing in them the capacities 
needed for any of the full range of regular positions open to women 
in the Episcopal Church. Upon completion of this program, the grad- 
uates will receive the degree of M.A. in Christian Education. It is a 
program which normally requires two academic years and one sum- 
mer. Those who complete it may be placed as Advisors or Directors of 
Christian Education in urban parishes, as College Workers, as edu- 
cational or evangelistic workers overseas or in rural areas, as workers 
with young people in parish or diocese. It is perfectly possible for a 
eee the basis of this training to move from one type of position 
o another. 


Program Two will be designed for women with at least one year 
of college or the equivalent in post-high-school education, plus at 
least five years of work experience. It will lead to a Certificate, upon 
the face of which will appear the subjects taken and the estimate by 
Saint Margaret’s House of the types of positions for which the holder 
is qualified. This program also will require two years — either one 
year of apprenticeship in a controlled situation, with supervised study, 
along with one year of formal training, or two years of training. 

It is our conviction that because the new program for non-grad- 
uates is needed, it will be welcomed. We are, therefore, planning to 
inaugurate this new program in the Fall of 1954. The Admissions Com- 
mittee is ready to consider applications now. Although we recognize 
that the details of this training will develop most realistically after 
it is in operation, we have established the basic policy and procedure 
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and have drawn up the program of studies. At present they are avail- 
able in mimeographed form. They will be incorporated in the cata- 
logue of 1955-56. 


Finances 


We must also face what this step will mean to the financing of 
Saint Margaret’s House. Perhaps the easiest way to get this clear is 
to look back over the last four years, beginning with the academic 
year of 1950-51. That is an important year, for it was the first year 
in which we were completely free of debt. We began then to grow 
as an educational institution by adding to the $600 for Faculty honor- 
aria the amount of $300 for Library. In 1951-52 this Library item 
grew to $660; and we added a new item, School Equipment, with a 
budget of $200. In 1952-53 we raised the Faculty item to $800, the 
Library to $1512.50, and School Equipment to $1200. For the current 
academic year we budgeted $1300 for Faculty, $1602.50 for Library, 
and $1500 for School Equipment. 


Educational Tools 


You will see from this quick review of expenses that we have been 
feeling our way slowly, expending most heavily on items which will 
be permanent acquisitions. Our Library of 2760 volumes is now 
completely catalogued and we have a working set-up — part-time 
Librarian to care for library mechanics, equipment in the way of 
catalogue trays and shelving space with provision for expansion, and 
budgetary coverage for the addition of about 150 volumes per annum, 
plus membership in a professional association. The National Church 
Periodical Club makes periodic contributions of requested books. This 
is not a regular practice and numbers cannot be estimated. This par- 
ticular aspect of the functioning of our school is now in good shape. 
Expenses have reached an equilibrium. It is a small library, but in 
good professional condition and appropriate to our size. Furthermore, 
our students have free access to the libraries of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, and the Pacific School of Religion, and limited 
access to the library of the University of California. 

Something similar can be said of the School-Equipment item. 
Through the heavy expenditures over the past two years we have 
acquired the basic and most expensive tools, such as record-player, 
tape-recorder, film-strip and slide projector, movie and sound pro- 
jector, and auto-harp. From now on, we shall have up-keep and 
supply costs, rentals of movies, and the purchase of records, slides, and 
film-strips. The School-Equipment item, then, will not increase. This 
year, however, we have had to spend more than the amount budgeted, 
as we have had to purchase school chairs and blackboards for the 
classroom under the new Chapel. 


Faculiy — Program One 


So much for the necessary, but really secondary, costs in any 
educational institution. The primary costs are for faculty services. 
And for those we have budgeted very small amounts. It is important 
for you to realize that this very low faculty item was only possible 
because of the grants from the National Council, which covered, and 
will cover, the salaries of the two full-time faculty, Miss Hickson and 
myself as Dean. During these four years when we were acquiring the 
tools needed for teaching we have also been learning what is involved 
in training women for service in the Church. We know that we must 
expand our course offerings, we must add certain subjects to our 
curriculum, and must develop further our field work or practice- 
teaching schedules. I am now talking about Program One — the pro- 
gram we have carried on with the magnificent help of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific for over 40 years. Even without the 
addition of the new program we must enlarge our expenditures for 
faculty service. 

Let us look at our training for a minute. First, we must remember 
that there are three basic tasks. (This is an over-simplification, but 
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it may be useful to our purposes.) 1. To give the heritage which is to 
be conveyed. 2. To develop wholesome relationships with God and 
with His children of all ages. And 3. To acquire skill in making the 
heritage available to these children. To the end of performing these 
tasks, we plan the following distribution of courses: 17 units in Bible, 
15 in Theology and Ethics, 9 in Church History, 31 in Christian Edu- 
cation, which includes Pastoral Methods and Speech. In addition, we 
set up realistic situations in which the students must use the learnings. 
This is an area of great importance — practice-teaching, practice- 
counseling, practice-speaking, and practice in corporate living under 
as adequate human guidance as we can procure and in and through 
Worship. Good, varied, and sustained supervision is needed in this 
area. 

Some of the courses at the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
which are designed to prepare men for the ministry, are helpful to 
our students. These graduate women students are ready and need to 
know the Bible, Theology and Ethics, and Church History, in the 
same way, though not always to the same extent, as do the seminar- 
jians. Hence, we have enrolled our students in existing Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific courses in these departments. On our part, we 
have concentrated on the Christian Education department. But even 
here we found it necessary to procure lecturers in Speech, Personal 
Counseling, and Music. Because of our small faculty budget we have 
assigned these courses time- or unit-value according to our finances 
and not according to the importance of the subject to the develop- 
ment of the students. It is this method of building the curriculum 
which we are unwilling to continue. We must provide what we know 
the students need; we must provide it to the extent it is known to 
be needed; and frurthermore we must establish a rate of remuneration 
which makes it possible for us to go after the best leadership we 
know. We do not want the kind of teacher who thinks only of the 
money to be earned, but we do want to pay well enough to have the 
work with our students become important and be treated with vo- 
cational integrity. 


New Courses Added 


The practice of building curriculum according to the best knowl- 
edge is a matter of our own integrity. We are making an Act of Faith 
in proceeding on this basis. We moved in that direction this year 
when we added to our curriculum to the amount of $700 beyond our 
budgeted $1300. We provided thereby a course in Inter-group Reéla- 
tionships, one in Music in the Church School, and one in Ethics as it 
relates to the community, the home, and the educational process. 
Students have told us repeatedly and without solicitation that these 
three courses are of great value to them, even now before graduation. 


New Field-Work Supervisor Added 


We made another important addition this year and one which we 
plan to continue. This was in the field-work or practice-teaching 
schedule. Each student is assigned, for each of the two years, to a 
field-work responsibility. The Supervisor has a weekly conference 
with each student about her performance in this responsibility and 
visits each student at work as often as she can. In addition, there has 
been a class for the first-year students in which common problems are 
considered. We discovered (1) that because these field-work respon- 
sibilities came, generally speaking, on Sunday mornings at 9:30 A. M. 
the visits by the one Supervisor to any one student came very far 
apart, less often even than once a term (we have three terms per 
year). This is not a good situation. Closer follow-up is needed. (2) We 
also discovered that a Supervisor who was most helpful to Student A 
might not be so helpful to Student B. By having only one Supervisor 
for both years we were handicapping Student B who might very well 
respond more favorably to another Supervisor during her second year. 
And, finally, the senior students began to clamor for a class for their 
field-work problems. It was obvious that we needed two Supervisors. 
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And we were fortunate in having a person just right for the position 

in Mrs. Robert Rodenmayer, who had trained under the Windham 

House schedule, procuring the degree of B. D. from Union Theological 

reece This addition also has met with whole-hearted student 
roval. 


Field-Work Remuneration 


There is another matter which we have run into in our Field-work 
schedule, and that is the matter of payment by the parish or diocese 
for the services of the student-in-training. For an understanding of 
the significance of this we will have to go into student finances. We 
have many requests for jobs whereby the students can earn their 
expenses while in training. Our schedule of studies is heavy if the 
student would finish in two years. There is not time left for earnng 
full expenses for board, room, and tuition. Furthermore, we are a 
small school and do not have such jobs. Our income for scholarships 
covers two full scholarships with little over. Part of the reason for 
the heavy schedule is our insistence that the students take time to do 
practice-teaching adequately. This is a different kind of a school — 
week-ends are not free for earning; that is, unless earning can be at- 
hg ae to field-work. And — the work of our students is worthy of 
its hire. 


Let us look at it from the point of view of the parishes. They 
procure the service of workers who want to learn, will be responsible 
and take time, who have a growing understanding, and finally who 
are guided by experts. Just one of our students can be a real leaven 
in the whole staff of a Church School. 


After examining the needs of the students and the service to the 
parishes, the Admissions and Scholarship Committee made the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was passed by the Board of Trustees — 
“RESOLVED, that the Board authorize Saint Margaret’s House to 
make a charge for parish assistance given by girls in residence, such 
charges to be paid to the House and apportioned amongst the girls.” 


Earning will henceforth, therefore, be achieved through field-work. 
It will not be great earning at its best, but will free the student from 
the necessity of borrowing or spending time on work not relevant to 
the training. But the earning in its beginning cannot be at its best. 
Some parishes are not yet convinced of the value to them of such 
service, some do not yet see the connection between this use of 
trainees and their service to the larger Church, and some are able to 
pay only minimal amounts. To get this program under way, we will 
need to subsidize the field-work remuneration in the amount of 
$1,000 per year for two years. After two years we should be able to 
reduce the subsidy each year by $200 for a term of five years. Under 
this plan we see the following happening: 

1, Students are relieved of some financial pressure. . 

2. Competition for the paying Field-work is done away with. 

3. Parishes are incorporated realistically into the training program 
to the advantage of the whole Church as well as of the indi- 
vidual class. ; f : ; 

4. We are enabled to place our students in the situations which 
offer the greatest learning. 


Faculty Living 


One further concern about Faculty financing as it relates to Pro- 
gram One. Salaries for the Dean and the Associate Dean, or Director 
of Supervision, at Saint Margaret’s House are paid by the National 
Council, with the understanding that living expenses, or board and 
room, for these persons will be supplied by the school. This is the 
condition under which we, Miss Hickson and I, have worked. Our 
salaries were adequate because they were clear of living expenses. 
We now see that this is not a healthy situation in which to work. In 
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the first place, we have no choice of a place to live. Fortunately, 
neither Miss Hickson nor I had to live with a parent or child, or any 
dependent. In the second place, we are continually in the presence 
of our students — they cannot get away from us nor we from them. 
They therefore cannot be as free as they should be, nor can we estab- 
lish a life of our own around our own homes. The Board of Trustees, 
after consideration, has established the policy that the Dean may live 
in the apartment over the garage and that the Associate Dean may, 
if she chooses, live apart from Saint Margaret’s House and have from 
the school an allowance of $1,000 per annum for living expenses. 


To recapitulate and summarize our financial needs for faculty 
and training expenses for Program One and for the academic year 
1954-55: Lecturers or the part-time faculty personnel will be paid at 
the rate of $100 per unit per term; Supervisors at the rate of $100 
per term for each student supervised. At that rate we shall need:

Program Two. Faculty 


In the recommendation made by Faculty and Curriculum Com- 
mittee to the Board that Saint Margaret’s House be open to mature 
women, not college graduates, emphasis was placed upon the need for 
facilities adequate to care for such an enlarged program. 


We are concerned that the subjects we consider necessary to train- 
ing be taught and that they be taught in the manner and to the 
extent of he material which will be most helpful to these new stu- 
dents. For example, they will need a course in Bible, but this does 
not need to be taught with as much information about the findings 
through Form-Criticism as is needed by those who take canonical 
examinations. Therefore, a separate course in Bible must be provided, 
and by Saint Margaret’s House. The same is true in the department 
of Theology, which can be combined with Ethics, and in the depart- 
ment of Church History, which we would combine with Liturgics. 
This is, therefore, what we know we shall need for Program Two:

Other courses known to be needed are already provided in Pro- 
gram One or will be provided by our full-time faculty. 


We believe that Saint Margaret’s House can be of far greater 
service to the Church. If she can provide the facilities described 
above; or, in other words, if she can train this new group needed by 
the Church; and if she can do the job she should and could do for 
the former group; we trust that she will better serve this Province 
and our Church and be doing what God wills for her. 


The Second Appeal of 1954 


In November of 1953 the Annual Appeal was sent out. This is a 
procedure we have followed to remind individuals and groups that 
we are dependent upon their contributions. For the many who re- 
member the apportionments for Dioceses and Districts which is an- 
nually considered and accepted at the Synods this appeal may not 
be necessary. But it was necessary for us to make a second appeal in 
March of 1954. We needed more money to finish this fiscal year in the

I have referred to the over-expenditures for Faculty and for 
School Equipment. The increase in the item for Dean’s Discretionary 
will not need to be repeated as the students will henceforth carry 
their own medical and hospital insurance. Nor will we have to move 
a new Faculty member again for some time, we hope. The budgeted 
amounts for running expenses will in future years be adequate to 
cover the cost of heating and lighting the Chapel. Expenses for gar- 
dening will have to be increased to develop the land around the 
Chapel and to take better care of our large property. 


There is left the item of $550 for travel and entertainment for 
members of the Board and Committees. Saint Margaret’s House is a 
Provincial institution. It should therefore have access to the best 
thinking and leadership from the Province in the membership of its 
Board of Trustees and on its important Committees, such as Finance, 
Policy and Support, and Curriculum, for example. We have procured 
some of this leadership and then we have penalized those chosen 
for their interest and ability by summoning them to meetings with 
no provision for paying their travel expenses or their room and board 
expenses, if such were required. This omission in our set-up is emi- 
nently unjust; it is not even dignified, and is handicapping both Saint 
Margaret’s House and its administrative officials. 


We do not expect to make unusual appeals like this in the future. 
We hope to prepare our budgets with our full needs listed and we are 
confident that we shall receive on the income side that which the 
expenditure side demands. 


New Full-time Faculty Member 


You are all aware through news items in Church papers that Miss 
Agnes Hickson has resigned from the position of Director of Super- 
vision at Saint Margaret’s House to become Associate Editor in the 
Curriculum Division of the National Council Department of Christian 
Education. Perhaps you wondered at the item, ‘Moving new faculty 
member”, in the second appeal. I am happy to announce that the 
appointment of the successor to Miss Hickson has been made. Miss 
Kathryn Snyder (she is better known as “Tassie’’) has accepted our 
offer of this position. She will be with us after August 1. Miss Snyder 
has been the Assistant to the Rev. Knud Larsen, Secretary for Youth 
Work, National Council Department of Christian Education. There is 
no one who has had more experience as teacher, friend, and counselor 
of teen-age young people, both within and without our Church. Work 
with young people in the Episcopal Church has been a source of 
heartache and headache to many. Under Miss Snyder’s direction we 
know that both the students at Saint Margaret’s House and at the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific will receive valuable help in 
understanding these young people and in the establishment of good 
working relationships with them. 


No longer a Residence Only 


Saint Margaret’s House is not only a school in which training is 
carried on. It is also the residence in which both students and faculty 
have lived. Because it has 21 student rooms and because we have not 
yet enrolled that many in our own training, we have taken in as 
boarders students at the University of California. This has meant that 
we have had to consider two groups with differing purposes and 
interests. Our action again has been dictated by the dollar rather 
than by the welfare of our training program. It was with joy that we 
learned that the Committee of the Province recommends that hence- 
forth Saint Margaret’s House be a training center only. 


We are glad that the life of the house can be developed by our 
own students and faculty in accordance with our values and interests. 
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The common purpose of all the residents will show in cooperative 
responsibility for some of the work of maintenance. This will con- 
tribute to the development of the students and will cut down ex- 
penses for wages for household staff. 


By adding students enrolled in Program Two we expect the House 
to be filled after several years. But we must now consider 1954-55. On 
the basis of present applications for Program One, we are planning 
on a resident group of 14. With a full house our rates for Board and 
Room cover all expenses connected with feeding and housing. On the 
basis of two-thirds capacity we shall need to be subsidized. Even by 
cutting down on staff and food, the basic overhead will still be too 
high. And our rates are as high as our students can manage. We are 
therefore asking for $2500 to go into the residence budget.

Participation in National Program 


Students at Saint Margaret’s House have had the privilege of 
part_cipation in the work of preparing the National Council course 
for the First Grade. This course will be released in 1955. For the past 
year five of our students have been cooperating with the exploratory 
teaching. A tape-recording of each session of each of these student- 
teachers’ classes has been made and evaluated. The students have 
found this participation stimulating. They have become better teach- 
ers and they are most skillful in the use of recording tools. 


The Chapel 


Saint Margaret’s Chapel, which will be dedicated on May 29, has 
been in use throughout this academic year. To us it is a very beautiful 
building. With comfortable pews, ample in number to provide for us 
and our friends, with plenty of windows for daylighting and color, 
with warmth and good lights for evening services, with simplicity 
and strength in design and fabric, and finally with a natural focus 
of attention upon a very beautiful Altar, before a simple screen, 
upon which is suspended a large and unadorned Italian cross of dark 
Teak, it is a place where worship is suggested as well as expressed. 
Twice daily we have our services there. On Tuesday and Friday the 
Holy Communion is celebrated at 7:00 A.M. by Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific faculty and clergy from nearby parishes. The 
number communicating on these mornings in the nearly three months 
since I have returned has averaged 25, more than twice as many as 
could get into our former Chapel. 


This is the most precious addition to our School and our life. There 
is joy in the realization that we have a fitting place to which to go 
for private or for corporate worship. This our loveliest is a more 
worthy offering to our God. How much of the growth and gaity of 
our group this year springs from this new place of worship! 


But the Chapel, with its efficient, roomy, and handsome sacristy, 
is not all we gained even in the physical sense by this addition to our 
property. Under the Chapel there is a large, well-lighted, and equipped 
classroom. In the location of the former Chapel we have a pretty and 
convenient school office. And library stacks have been put up in the 
basement location of the old office. 


The total cost of the Chapel was $42,577.93. Of that amount we 
received $35,000.00 from the United Thank Offering; the rest, from 
legacies and gifts. 
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p Our gratitude soars up to meet that of the women behind the 
pos Blue Boxes. It is a good thing to give thanks unto the

Annual Report of the Dean to the Synod of the Province 
of the Pacific at Bellingham, Wash., May 5, 1954 


_ As we approach the end of the academic year at the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific, gratitude is our prevailing emotion. 
It is the theme of the exhibit prepared for the Synod and the note 
which I wish to strike at the present time. The Divinity School has 
neither adequate buildings nor a firm base of support such as the 
eastern seminaries enjoy. A sudden economic fluctuation would be 
difficult for us. And yet we feel that we are fairly on the way. 


Theological Education Sunday offerings will very probably reach 
a total of $30,000.00, as compared with $25,000.00 for each of the past 
two years. Builders pledges — units of $10.00 per year for three 
years — have increased substantially, particularly in the Diocese of 
Oregon, where the Rev. Allison H. Baer has presented our program. 
The generosity of Bishop Rhea in lending him to be assistant to the 
Dean, and Mr. Baer’s own tireless efforts, have made this possible. 
Large parishes and small, Woman’s Auxiliaries and men’s clubs, 
Sunday School classes, homes for the aged, and hundreds of indi- 
viduals — clergy and lay people — have added their gifts, their 
encouragement and their prayers. Ours is preeminently a venture of 
faith. If we had not gone ahead, confident that the Lord would send 
us help, we would never have made progress. As in the past, we shall 
end this year without a deficit. 

During the current year two new special funds have been estab- 
lished: a Memorial Fund, which can be used at the discretion of the 
Trustees, and the Provincial Loan Fund for Student Wives, estab- 
lished by the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Province. The existence of 
the latter means that when emergencies arise in student families the 
wife can without ernbarrassment draw on this fund. 

Throughout most of the year, 98 students have been in residence, 
almost equally divided between married and unmarried. If we add 
those who receive part-time instruction — members of St. Margaret’s 
House and neighboring seminaries — about 120 persons have been 
in our classes this year. By far the largest proportion come from the 
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Eighth Province and will serve there, but we have students from all 
parts of the United States and from Panama, Costa Rica, and Japan. 
For the first time in recent years, the Diocese of California is in the 
lead and the Diocese of Los Angeles second. 


Next year the student body will probably be even larger. The 
proportion of married men is still high. Several students are trans- 
ferring from other seminaries and one from Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, England. The number from eastern dioceses is on the increase. 


During the year we have had six full-time faculty members — the 
Dean; Professors Whiston, Schilling, and Rodenmayer; Assistant- 
Professor Garrett; and the Rev. Greer M. Taylor, Jr., Mr. Norman 
Mealy, instructor in Church Music, has been with us on half-time. 
In addition, there were six part- -time lecturers, one of whom, Dr. 
Erroll Rhodes, taught beginning Greek in the Fall term before going 
to Japan as a Missionary. The tutorial system was instituted this 
year and has proved successful. Assisting the faculty as tutors were 
the Rev. Walter Williams, the Rev. Richard E. Byfield, the Rev. Eric 
W. Jackson, and the Rev. Henry M. Shires, Th.D. Bishops Bayne, Lewis 
and Watson were in residence, each for a week, and lectured in the 
Pastoral Theology class, and there were a few other special lecturers, 
including Professor Carl R. Rogers, of the University of Chicago. 


Next year the teaching staff will be aelespetnened by the addition 
of the Rev. Massey H. Shepherd, Jr., Ph.D., S.T.D., as Professor of 
Liturgics. Dr. Shepherd is well known as author of The Worship of 
the Church and The Oxford American Prayer Book Commentary. 
It may be possible before long to announce a second appointment 
to the faculty. 


For the past three years our Library has been under the direction 
of Mrs. Amos C. Carey, wife of one of the students. She has brought 
professional skill, enthusiasm, and devotion to the work. The Library 
has been largely re-catalogued, our procedures improved, and the 
collection of books and periodicals enriched. We regretfully bid her 
and her husband farewell as they go to the Diocese of Erie, and in 
her place we welcome Miss Marjorie Atkinson, formerly of the 
Bishop’s School, La Jolla, as Librarian. 


More than three years ago, about the time of my election as Dean, 
the Trustees of the School began to acquire additional land. The 
Builders for Christ campaign, now going on, is expected to provide 
us the first of our buildings, a new Library. Builders for Christ is a 
national capital-funds drive in which all the seminaries and many 
other institutions, at home and abroad, will share. It should not be 
confused with the C.D.S.P. Builders plan, which provides money for 
the payment of faculty salaries and other budget items. 


Our dormitories at present house only 38 men, and it is necessary 
for eight unmarried students to find lodgings outside the School. The 
Trustees have just purchased the Abracadabra fraternity house, at 
2425 Ridge Road, which adjoins the Chapel on the west. This addition 
will provide sufficient dormitory space for all single students next 
year, and will release the upstairs of Shires Hall for badly needed 
faculty offices. One of the professors, who has his study in Denniston, 
will move to Shires Hall, and this will, in turn, provide an additional 
dining-room. We have had to go into endowment funds to make this 
purchase, but increased collections of room rent will offset the loss 
of endowment revenue. 


It appears, therefore, that next year we shall have sufficient hous- 
ing and a large enough faculty for our present state of expansion. 
There will still be a serious shortage of classrooms and accordingly 
we shall have to rent a classroom from the University Christian 
Church, as we have done this year. We hope that, when the new 
Library is built, it will include a few classrooms, or that we can 
construct a classroom building which will be integrated with it. Since 
God has led us thus far, we can be confident that in the future he will 
move his people to provide all that is necessary for adequate theo- 
logical education in the Far West.

A STATEMENT AND SOME RECOMMENDATIONS 


Regarding St. Margaret’s House from the Special Committee 
Appointed by the Synod of the Pacific at the Request 
of Dean Grammer, May, 1953 


The Committee of three bishops of the Province, appointed by 
Bishop Rhea at the Synod in May, 1953, offers the following report 
to the trustees of St. Margaret’s House: 


First of all, the committee expresses its conviction that St. Mar- 
garet’s House is of great importance to the work of the Church, both 
in this Province and throughout the West. We believe that within the 
program of the Church there is a great need for the services of trained 
women, a need which shows every sign of increasing. The Church 
needs trained women in educational work in parishes, on college 
campuses, and at the diocesan level. Such women need the best pos- 
sible technical training along the lines suggested by the National 
Association of Schools for Religious Education. Our Church offers no 
other opportunity for such training West of the Mississippi, and St. 
Margaret’s House is admirably located to provide a wide variety of 
opportunity and leadership for such training. 


In addition, your committee feels there is at least an equally great 
opportunity and need for women workers in missionary areas in both 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts, as well as in some types of parishes. 


These women need less of the technical training required of Directors 
of Religious Education, and far more of training and experience in the 
fundamentals of the Church’s belief and practice, and in its personal 
ministry to families and individuals. Women in training for this type 
of missionary work might well substitute maturity and the wisdom of 
experience for a college degree. 


St. Margaret’s House will now provide a two-year course of train- 
ing for carefully-selected women who lack graduate academic stand- 
ing, but who show special promise of usefulness for the Church’s 
mission. Since this need is particularly felt in the West, and was 
forcibly expressed by the domestic missionary bishops at their meet- 
ing in Amarillo in January, 1951, and since the academic arrangements 
preclude the possibility of such training at Windham House, the Com- 
mittee feels that St. Margaret’s is ideally set up to undertake the 
training of these missionary teachers — including those of more 
mature years and those who may lack a college degree — and it 
commends the Committees on Curriculum and on Policy and Ad- 
missions for their study of the possibilities of such varied training and 
its new course for such workers. 


The Committee further expresses its great confidence in the 
school’s steady improvement as an educational institution and in its 
relationships with the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, and 
expresses its gratitude to the Divinity School for the opportunities it 
offers to St. Margaret’s House students, and also expresses its ap- 
preciation to the faculty of St. Margaret’s House for their assistance 
in certain subjects in the Divinity School curriculum. This close re- 
lationship is as it should be, and we are confident that it will continue 
and increase. 


_In the matter of local arrangements within the House, the Com- 
mittee recommended that the Dean take advantage of the living quar- 
ters available over the garage. It seems important to us that the 
Dean have comfortable and private accommodations apart from the 
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girls in residence. And it also seems important for the best relationship 
among the girls, in their experience of group living, if the present 
upstairs sitting room can be reserved for their informal use. For the 
same reason, your committee recommended that the residents of the 
House be limited to those enrolled in its course of training. One of 
the most important lessons for the students themselves is their ex- 
perience of living together as a Christian group in fellowship. This 
would seem to require a common, family, “sitting room,” and the lim- 
iting of the residents to those who are anxious to learn the practice 
of Christian living in community. Both of these recommendations are 
in effect and are included in Dean Grammer’s report. 


For the same reason, we recommend, as soon as practically possible, 
the operation of the House as a co-operative enterprise under one 
house manager or supervisor. We recognize that housework and family 
chores in such a co-operative venture will exact a toll of time that 
might otherwise be given to academic pursuits, but we do feel that 
this is justified, first as an expression of corporate living, and second- 
ly as a very necessary training in the use of time and the planning of 
one’s personal life as the students go out into the Church’s work upon 
graduation. Most of them will need the experience in these simple 
duties and will need to face the necessity of making room for house- 
keeping and chores and regular meals in a demanding schedule of 
work. This suggestion is in the process of being carried out. 


We greatly rejoice at the improved arrangement of bookkeeping, 
and the presenting of one over-all budget, now in effect. To further 
increase the financial efficiency of operation, we urge the setting up 
of a standing committee of the trustees as a Finance Committee, which 
committee shall study the budget and expenses annually and present 
to the Trustees an annual budget which sets forth the growing needs 
of the school and shows areas of possible economy in operation. This 
should not be the task of the Dean, or of any one or two people, but 
of a committee familiar with the operation of the House. Neither 
should it be necessary for the entire Board of Trustees or for this 
Synod, to study the details of the budget if a standing committee can 
give the matter the time required. 


To the Synod we make these special recommendations: 


1. The school needs students more than money. In fact, one-third 
of the new money needed for the proposed budget for 1954-1955 would 
not be needed if 21 students were enrolled by next September. The 
school is a training school, not a recruiting agency of the Church. 
Therefore, we urge the Synod and the entire Province to place before 
its young women at once and repeatedly the various vocations for 
women in the Church, under both Program One and Program Two. 


2. We would stress the fact that St. Margaret’s House is not only a 
project of the Woman’s Auxiliary, but of the whole Church. It has 
long been, and will doubtless continue to be, dependent on the finan- 
cial support and the recruiting enthusiasm of the women. But we rec- 
commend that its place and importance to the Church’s mission be 
called to the attention of the bishops, clergy, vestries, and other lay 
people, or lay groups, for their support and endorsement. It is the 
need of the Church and not the need of the Auxiliary that justifies 
the program; so it should receive the Church’s study, prayers, and 
financial support. 


3. We further recommend that the Synod approve the efforts of 
the Trustees to increase the contributions of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
until all the local groups include some gift to its work and some time 
to the study of its program, and that the Synod also approve the so- 
liciting of $5,000 in special gifts to enrich the teaching of Program One 
and to make possible the expenses of Program Two. 


4. Finally, your committee congratulates St. Margaret’s House on 
its new chapel and recommends its regular use as a part of the life 
of the group. The life of the Christian home and the Christian com- 
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munity centers in worship and prayer, and the success of St. Mar- 
garet’s House as a co-operative undertaking will depend largely on 
the inspiration that can come from frequent and regular worship in 
prayer and sacrament. 

The Committee would express its thanks to Dean Grammer for her 
conference with us and her co-operation in our study of the workings 
of the school, and also to Miss Hickson and Mrs. Rodenmayer for their 
continuing help during Dean Grammer’s sabbatical leave. All of them 
have been most helpful and have patiently answered many questions, 
some of which certainly must have seemed rather elementary.

REPORT TO THE SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE 
PACIFIC 


Work Shop: Evangelism and Worship. 


Conducted by: The Very Rev. R. W. Rowland, Missionary 
District of Utah. 


Reporter: Q. F. Kolb, Visitor, Missionary District of Utah. 


Dean Rowland posed two questions to the working group (which 
divided into four smaller groups for discussion): What are we, and 
what is our parish doing in the way of evangelical work? or, What is 
the evangelical job of my parish? 

Answers arrived at by the group: 


A parish strives to bring a knowledge of the love of God, fulfill- 
ment of complete worship, to individuals and groups inside and out- 
side of the Church. Worship and evangelism are involved with one 
another that they are inseparable; however, one (the individual or the 
parish) should not subordinate worship to evangelism or evangelism 
to worship, if the healthy growth of those being evangelized is ex- 
pected in the Church. 


Evangelism is a growing experience and lives on in all of us; a 
going out and a coming in of spiritual ideas and growth; therefore, we 
must continue to evangelize those new or diffident members of our 
parish as well as ourselves and our offspring. 


2. How can our parish do the job of evangelism that must be done? 
Answers arrived at by the group: 


Whatever is being done, we must do MORE. We can do more by 
making use of, or expending, the activities of the following media: 


1. Layreaders 
2. Social Groups 


(a) Coffee Hour. 

(b) YPF, Canterbury Club, etc. 

(c) Church School, Inquirer’s Classes, other adult discussion 
groups. 

(d) Every Member Canvass. 

(e) Evangelism in the home.

REPORT OF THE WORKSHOP ON 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Reporters: Mrs. Justin S. Edwards and Mrs. George Corwin. 
Leader: The Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert (California) . 


Because of crowded quarters and abbreviated time-schedule, work- 
shop methods were found not practicable, and the session was con- 
ducted on the lines of general discussion, with questions and answers, 
and blackboard demonstration. Three topics engaged the attention of 
the group: (1) the scope of Christian Education, which was seen to 
be the sum-total of all activities in the Church which seek to expand 
the small core of concerned, committed, Christians to include the 
entire baptized membership of the Church; (2) the existing agencies 
of Christian Education, which, the group agreed, comprised the home 
(the primary learning situation), the Church School (which under 
modern conditions carries a disproportionate share of the load), the 
organizations of the parish, and the total life and activity of the parish; 
and (3) the process by which Christian Education takes place. 


In considering the last question, it developed that Christian Edu- 
cation (and, indeed, all real education) begins at a point of felt need, 
seen in relationship to other areas of need, and leads to a demand for 
the facts and resources which minister to that need. It was pointed 
out that this process is precisely the opposite of that used in most, if 
not all, available educational material. The National Council’s Depart- 
ment of Christian Education, it was announced, had staked its repu- 
tation and fortunes on the conviction that educational materials em- 
bodying this process can and must be produced. 


This discussion led to a description by the leader of the steps being 
taken by the National Department in the production of curriculum 
materials, and to an announcement of the publication scheduie which 
has been adopted. According to this schedule, Courses 1, 4, and 7, will 
appear in the Spring of 1955; Courses 2, 5,8, and 10, together with a 
Kindergarten Course, will come out in 1956; and Courses 3, 6, 9, and 
11, with another Kindergarten Course, will complete the series in 
1957. Publication dates for Nursery School material and for Course 12, 
also planned, have not been made public. 


After the close of the regular session, members of the group who 
had no obligations for the second period, adjourned with the leader to 
fhe Parish Hall, where the discussion continued for another hour.

REPORT ON THE UNITED NATIONS CHARTER REVISION 


The worshop group on Charter revision was small but vitally in- 
terested in the necessity for world peace through enforcible disarma- 
ment. Mr. David G. Sprague of Seattle was the leader of the discussion. 
He assumed that in view of the resolution passed by the Triennial 
Convention, stating the position of the Episcopal Church on world 
peace through strengthening the charter of the United Nations, all 
those attending the workshop were in favor of the need for charter 
revision. He was right in that the overwhelming majority were. How-

ever, the one or two dissenting opinions expressed gave impetus to the 
free discussion which followed Mr. Sprague’s explanation of the 
problems invelved in the charter proposals. 


Mr. Sprague began by describing recent events in three major 
areas which emphasize the need for charter revision. These three areas 
are the State Department, the Senate, and the United Nations. 


First, John Foster Dulles has been highly emphatic in his state- 
ments before the Senate subcommittee on Charter Revision, in his 
ABA speech, and in the press conference which followed. On August 
18 he gave a speech, in which he made a statement describing the 
charter as “a pre-atom charter and must be revised.” 


Secondly, the Senate has passed two resolutions: No. 150, endorsing 
Eisenhower’s views, in which appears “... policy of the government 
of the United States is to work for disarmament, foolproof disarma4 
ment ...”; and No. 128, directing the Foreign Affairs Committee to 
set up a subcommittee to study the charter revision proposals. The 
Senate has also held hearings in widely separated geographical areas 
such as Ohio, North Carolina, and others, where volunteers have tes- 
tified regarding their opinions on charter revision. An overwhelming 
majority of those testifying have been in favor of revision. Mr. 
Sprague suggested that if any of the hearings should be held in our 
own area, we should volunteer our testimony on the charter. The 
purpose of these hearings is to obtain the opinions of the people. 
This is our duty as conscientious Christians. 

Thirdly, emphasis on charter revision has occurred in the United 
Nations itself. There appears in the charter a proviston for the con- 
sideration in 1955 of the need for charter revision. This may be de- 
layed slightly, but it is on the agenda for that time. There are many 
variations of opinions in the UN regarding revision, running the 
gamut from complete satisfaction to revision, to complete opposition. 


Mr. Sprague went on to name several areas of concern. They are: 


. Universality of membership. 

. Should enforcible world disarmament be enforced by UN? 

. Should the assembly take over the powers or the Security 
Council? 

. Voting: proportioned on the basis of economic situation, 
population, area? 

. Should the UN develop and enforce law concerning en- 
forcible world disarmament with proper safeguards? 


Mr. Sprague made some concrete suggestions as to what each 
person can do regarding revision. The important point is to study 
and think through the proposals and talk about them at every possible 
chance. Small groups for discussion of vital points regarding the 
charter, its defects, and the coming Revision Conference can be dis- 
cussed. After discussion, the conclusions reached should be sent to 
John Foster Dulles, Senator Wiley, or to your Senator. 


Material for the discussion groups is available from several sources. 
For the testimony of Dulles before the Senate subcommittee on Char- 
ter Revision, for his ABA speech, and his press conference following, 
write to the Department of State, Washington 25, D.C. There is an 
excellent book which can form the basis for discussion groups en- 
titled A Digest of Peace Through Disarmament and Charter Revision, 
by Grenville Clark and Louis B. Sohn. This may be obtained by 
writing to Robert H. Reno, Concord, New Hampshire. 


Mr. Sprague and the group generally agreed that the Christians of 
the nation must assume the responsibility of law and justice under a 
Christian moral code. The simple desire for peace is not enough to 
keep the peace. Protection against war is no longer within the power 
of national governments. It is our Christian responsibility to support 
and strengthen the United Nations, and such necessary revisions to 
its charter as will enable it to achieve universal disarmament, en- 
forced under adequate safeguards. This is the only acceptable way to 
assude a world peace under law.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENTAL WORKSHOP MEETING ON 
UNITED NATIONS AND RELATED AGENCIES 


The workshop group for discussion of the United Nations and Re- 
lated Agencies was led by Dr. Keith A. Murray, Assistant Professor 
of History at Western Washington College of Education. 

Dr. Murray began the discussion by saying that the organization 
of the United Nations could be likened to that of a business corpora~ 
tion. The General Assembly would correspond to the stockholders 
group. In its meetings, the members might hold discussions and ex- 
press their opinions, but actual final decisions would be made by the 
Security Council, which would correspond to the corporation’s Board 
of Directors. The mechanics of carrying out the policies determined 
would be handled by the Specialized Agencies and Commissions, 
which would be likened to the corporation’s employees. These agencies 
and commissions do the actual work of the United Nations. 


The agencies, which are ten in number, are: 


1. Food and Agricultural Organization, 68 members, having its 
headquarters in Rome, which is primarily concerned with 
the control of pests causing agricultural disaster on an, 
international scale. 

2. U.N.E.S.C.O., 68 members, having its headquarters in Wash- 
ington, concerned with the teaching of skills and the elimi- 
nation of illiteracy. 

3. World Health Organization, meeting in Geneva, having as its 
chief aim the control of disease and preventing epidemics. 

4. International Labor Organization, having its headquarters in 
Geneva, originally a League of Nations organization, taken 
over by the United Nations. 

5. International Civil Aviation Organization, concerned with 
control of international air traffic and the exchange of 
weather information. 

6. International Banking Organization, with headquarters in 
Washington, representing 54 nations. 

7. International Monetary organization. 


8. International Postal Union, 93 member nations, organized in 
the 1700’s, to facilitate international postal delivery. 


9. International Tele-communication Union. 


10. World Meteorological Organization, which promotes inter- 
national cooperation in meteorological studies. 


A general discussion was held regarding the purposes and func- 
tions of each agency and ways in which antagonism to the United 
Nations might be combatted. The conclusion reached was, that there 
is need to inform people more fully about the purpose, organization, 
and accomplishments of the United Nations, since much of the oppo- 
sition to the organization arises out of a general ignorance of these 
basic principles. 

Dr. Murray felt that those who criticize the United Nations’ ef- 
forts to work for world peace tend to forget many of the very real 
accomplishments of its various agencies and quoted the remark of 
the Prince of Siam that, “While the hare of disarmament has gotten 
into a snarl, the tortoise of specialized agencies has soared ahead.” 


Mrs. Farrell strongly urged all those present to support the pro- 
gram and aims of the United Nations by joining the American Asso- 
ciation for the United Nations and then closed the workshop session 
with a prayer for the U.N.

REPORT OF THE WORKSHOP ON KURAL WORK 


Leader: The Missionary Bishop of Nevada. 


The Workshop was divided into four groups, to each of which 
was assigned a particular area of interest, as follows: 


Group 1. Missions and evangelism in relation to unchurched indi- 
viduals and areas. 

Group 2. Christian Education, from the point of view of the edu- 
cational program in a predominantly rural area. 

Group 3. Christian Social Relations. 

Group 4. Promotion, publicity, and finance. 


The following typical situation was used: A town having a popu- 
lation between 2500 and 4000, located in a trading area in which the 
“country” makes the “town.” The nearest neighboring town is 15 to 40 
miles away. There is a consolidated high-school, some sort of medical 
service with at least one doctor (maybe two or three), and a small 
hospital. 


Group 1 made the following suggestions: (1) Have the people 
understand the need for mission work right in the town; (2) people 
in small communities have the need of feeling wanted — of belonging 
in group fellowship; (3) not only invite people to church and social 
activities, but take them; (4) talk about your Church to others and 
get them interested; (5) the people in the Church should live a life 
of relationship with God — a need for Christian Education; (6) give 
responsibility to newcomers, — layreaders, head of Vacation Church 
School, ete.; (7) not only talk to people about God, but pray and 
talk to God about these people; and (8) be patient, — it takes time. 


Group 2 reported as follows: (1) Before there is a minister, the 
Church School and its work can help by tying family together; there 
is a Church School-by-mail, and baptisms can be arranged by lay 
persons. (2) Under guidance of the minister there can be, — Vacation 
Church School, led by lay people; study groups; audio-visual pro- 
grams; prayer groups; week-day education classes after school or in 
released time; child-care. Lay-readers can assist in smaller towns 
nearby. Use programs on smali radio stations. 

Group 3, concerned with Social Relations, brought in the following 
report: Competition, rivalry, or non- -cooperation can exist between 
individuals, as, for example, between school principal and the coach, 
or even between members of the Church. What place does the Church 
have in these situations? It was concluded that lay persons will better 
the problem not only by good example, but by taking the lead in 
redemption-reconciliation. It was added that good relationships with 
Protestant Churches should be established. 


Group 4 reported on Promotion, publicity, and finance: (1) Action 
on the part of everyone in the congregation is needed for finance. 
Teach people to give. (Mention was made of the promotion companies 
which do this.) (2) Advertising and publicity — A. Small bill-boards 
out of town giving information about church and its location. B. 
Placards in motels, gas stations, which give name and location of 
church. Let the community know. C. Newspaper items and news. This 
is a weekly. D. Radio station — talks, religious transcriptions, serv- 
ices, etc., for 15 minutes at regular time, once a week. (Could be fi- 
nanced by parishioners in business.) (3) Promotion — A. Where new 
church is to be started, send committee to Chamber of Commerce to 
inform them. B. Use surveys to investigate possibilities — even call 
on homes to see whether person attends any church — if not, invite 
them and bring them. C. Many places have the “welcome wagon” 
service calling on new people — these should carry information on 
your church, in case newcomer gives it as his preference. D. Confir- 
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mation classes and study groups should inform people to go out 
and make themselves known to clergy when moving to new town. 
Also, check on transfers. E. It was suggested that shields of the 
Diocese or Missionary District should be on clergy cars. F. Our duty is 
to educate everyone on stewardship of time, talents, and treasure.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION, 
PUBLICITY, AND RADIO 


The Synod held in San Francisco last year suggested in the report 
of the Department of Promotion that the place of Synod and the 
Province in the life of the Church might be more clearly set forth. 
To this end, the Department is in the process of producing a film-strip 
to try and portray the place of Province and Synod and their value 
to the Church. 

In a workshop conducted by the department at the Bellingham 
Synod, two questions were examined: (1) What useful function does 
a Province and Synod have and how would you dramatize this in a 
film-strip (2) How would you go about distribution? 

In answer to the first question, the workshop concluded that 
Synod serves a useful function in (1) developing a bond of unity 
between clergy and laity and especially between the Bishops and 
laity; (2) in widening the horizon of delegates, giving new vision of 
the total life and work of the Church; (3) in providing a useful 
vehicle for exchange of information; and (4) in renewing fellowship 
among old friends. 

As to dramatizing Synod in a film-strip, the following suggestions 
were made: (1) Portray unique aspects of Churches’ work in each 
Diocese. (2) Show Department of Synod at work. (3) Picture social 
relations and institutional work of Church in Province. (4) Depict 
fellowship in “Homey” shots of “fun” at Synod. 

For distribution of film-strip, it was suggested that copies be made 
available to Diocesan Departments of Christian Education, to Woman’s 
Auxiliary Christian Education Chairmen, to Delegates and Key Lay- 
men for use in parishes and missions. It was further suggested that a 
script as well as sound track be provided with each copy. 

The Workshop concluded that Synod itself can be the best resource 
in getting a film-strip story across to parishes and missions. Delegates 
attending this Synod can best make known the availability of such 
an audiovisual aid and promote its use. The film will be ready for 
release sometime in September.
